Kirkpatrick and the magaaine "Counterattack" recently have received 
considerable attention and some criticism in the press as being responsible for 
the dismissal of Actress Jean^ir- from a role in the television version of The 
Aldrich Family, which appears on NBC television. Boreau files indicate that our 
dealings with Kirlqpatrick have been at aim* s length since his association with 
the publication "Counterattack." 

A review of the New York r^ort has been made, and it is bdLieved 
desirable that additional investigation be undertaken to obtain the facts i^on 
which allegations concerning Taylor made by persons interviewed are founded. 

The New York Office, in its administrative pages, has stated that ^ecific facts 
conceniing Taylor's activities and associations cw best be obtained from CBS 
personnel and r^resentatives of radio stations and that, as Bureau authority to 
interview CBS personnel has not been granted, no efforts to develop this phase 
of-the investigation were made. 

OBSERVATiaJ t 

The State D^artment has been pressing for the early cdn^letion of 
the investigation concerning Taylor. It is believed that, in view of the fact 
that there-will probably be some Congressional pppositim to Taylor's appoinianent, 
this investigation should be extremely thorough.

There is attached a proposed letter to the New York Office, returning 
copies of its report and outlining additional investigation which is to be 
conducted in order to roTind out the picture concerning Thylbr. 

The letter instructs that Mr. Wells Church, head of the news desk at 
/CBS, be interviewed by a mature and experienced Agent concerning Taylor and his 
associates. The New York Office is instructed to conmunicate with the Bureau for

Associates .at Louisville during the req, EZC'D 
period 1927 to 1933 recommend the, applicant REP».I F0RV7 
highly as to charaoteri reputation, loyalty 
and associations, and furnish no derogatory ^ 

information. Credit and criminal negative.

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DETAILS I 


EDUCATION 


Pr. HUGH PEDERSON, Student Counselor, Southern Baptist Theolog^r 
ical Seminary, advised from the official records of the Seminary 
that the applicant entered the Seminary on September 20, 1927, and was in 
attendance until May 6, 1930, at which time he received a Masters Degree iuK j 
Theology. Dr. PEDERSON advised that TAYLOR maintained a 91.5 numerical 
average for the three-year period indicating a very good scholastic performr- 
emcb. His entrance was based on credits from Mississippi College, Clinton, 
Mississippi, where he had received an AB Degree. Dr. PEDERSON was very wePl 
acquainted ivith JAMES DAVIDSON TAYLOR and regarded him as a student of ex¬ 
cellent character, high intelligence, \mquestioned morals and excellent 
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reputation. Dr. FSDSRSOH advised that based on his previous association 
with the applicant from J927 to 1930, he can recommend him for a position 
of trust. He is confident of the applicant's patribtism and loyalty. 

During the time he was a student at the iSeminary, I<!r. TAYLOR had at no 
time been connected with an organization of oiestiomble character. Jhe 
applicant resided in the men’s dormitory, Mullins Hall, and later, follov-^ 
ing graduation, was believed to have stayed for a brief period in the resi¬ 
dence of Rev. L. 0. LEAYBLL, pastor of Deer ^-ark Baptist Church. Rev. 

LBA'VFLL formerly resided at E022 Bonnycastle* but is now deceased. 

Dr» FEDERSOH indicated that the records of the Southern Baptist Theological 
Seminary contained no derogatory information with respect to the applicant. 

EMPLCiYMBHT 

DOROTHY CALHOUIT, clerk. Personnel Office, Courier Journal and Louisville 
Times Publishing Company, Courier Journal and Louisville Timer. Building, 
advised that the only company record available with respect tc JAlSS DAVlD- 
SOII TAYLOR indicates that he was employed by the ccnpany’s affiliated radio 
station ?fHA.S, Louisville, from September £3, 1929, until October 1, 1933. 
Residences listed for TAYLOR were Mullins Hall and the Greystone Apartments. 
The period of residence in each address was not given and no further data 
with respect to TAYLOR*s employment appears in the company records. 

Mr. BARRY BIKGHAM, President, Courier Journal and Louisville Times Publish¬ 
ing Company, and tintil recently Head of the Economic Cooperation Adminis¬ 
tration in France, advised that during the period of applicant’s employment 
with UHilS as announcer, writer and contributor to a special radio column, 
he was also affiliated wiih the announcing staff of MHAS. Mr. BIFGHi^ be¬ 
came well acquainted with DAFIDSOK TAYLOR and has seen him in Hew York on 
various occasions since his departure from the station and has kept in 
touch with him through mutual friends. 

The applicant’s departure from Radio Station 7JEA.S and the Courier Journal 
osaae about as a result of a voluntary resignation and *was a move on the part 
of the applicant to better himself in the radio field. Applicant’s services 
were entirely satisfactory while he was em-loyed by T/RAS, and the applicant 
vrould certainly be eligible for re-employment by the company should he desire 
to return to Louisville. 

Ur. BIJTGHW believes TAYLOR to be a man of excellent character, unquestioned 
loyalty and unblemished reputation. Mr. BIFGKM3 stated that the applicant 
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does not "drink, smoko or cuss like some of the rest of us in the neTJspaper 
and radio business’’ and has a good religious and moral background, Lr, 

BII36H&L! feels sure of the reliability and trustworthiness of the applicant 
and recommends him without reservation for a position in v/hich the Govern¬ 
ment may have an interest. 

Ills3 KATHERII® STEELE, Secretary to the Program Director, Radio Staticn 
iTMS, was a member of the “ffilS staff during the period of DATIDSOII TAYLOR’S 
employment by the Courier Journal and Louisville Times and feels that 
TAYLOR is the finest man she has ever known. TAYLOR is a man of excellent 
moral and religious background and believed to be honest, reliable, loyal 
and patriotic. He possessed an excellent background in the field of classi¬ 
cal music., art ard literature vrhen he came to r.'HAS and his advancement ’^xiUi 
the station was rapid. 

Hiss STEELE recalls that TAYLOR left TIHkS atfter having successfully passed 
an announcers’ auditiou in llew York and accepted employment with the Columbia 
Broadcasting System in 1933. After a short period of .rork in Hew Yoyk, the 
applicant became seriously ill i-Ath pneumonia. TJhen this fact became kno7m 
to officials of the Courier Journal and 'fflAS, the latter im*Eediately got 
in touch xvith CBS in ITew York and guaranteed full medical care for the s.ppli- 
cant, even though he was no longer officially connected with the Courier 
Jourhal Company. Hiss STEELE regards this as indicating something of a 
feeling that the applicant’s employer and follow employees had for him. 

He has returned to visit in Louisville on a number of occasions since 1933, 
having married I2ARY ELIZA'^ETH PLUr.a.iSR, a former writer for the Courier 
Journal, and having brought his family back for a sort of "home coming." 

On these occasions, he has not been "snobbish” in the least because of the 
position of importance which he has held at CBS, but has remained a friendly 
and likeable personality. 

Hiss STEELE stated that she knov/s of no derogatory information concerning tire 
applicant and has never heard any oiher person connected with the studio or 
the newsp^er make any statement concerning him which would reflect unfavor¬ 
ably upon his character. 

Mr. JATiES SHEEHY, Manager, Listeners’ Service Bureau, WHAS, was cmneoted 
with the I7HAS staff during the period of applicant’s employment there and 
came to know him very 'Wall. He recommends Ih*. TAYI/>R as to character, repu¬ 
tation, loyalty and associaticn. The applicant is a fine gentleman in every 
sense, and Mr. SHEEHY knows of nothing which 'would reflect against applicant’s 
loyalty or patriotism in any way. Hr. SHEEHY is of the opinion that TAYLOR 
is a man of strong character, and he thinks he -would not be influenced by 
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■'pior^^oias sho might attempt to sv/ay him or enlist his aid in orgcaiiaations 
■which might be hostile to the best intorest of the United States, jjr, SHSEHY 
believes TAYLOR to be thoroughly reliable and thoroughly dependable, and 
stated that he can give him only the highest recommendation for a position 
of interest to "the Government* 

Ur* JOS EA.TOU, Hanager, Radio S-fca't^ion 'WKLO, who ■was formerly Program Director 
for liTHAS and chief announcer for IVHAS, advised that he first came to kno?/ 
DAVIDSCII TAYLOR while the latter was a student at the Southern Baptist 
Seminary and 'was employed as a s-tudent announcer at ITHAS. liri TAYLOR had 
an excellent background in art, music., literature and language, and he ad¬ 
vanced rapidly with "JEAS so that about the time applicant was ready to re- 
^ceive hie degree in Theology, llr* EiVJOIT, ■who ■was then his superior, questioned 
him 'as to whether he ■would care bo remain in the radio field and ccutinue 
with rJH&S on a full time basis, Lir, TAYLOR advised EALOH that even though 
he felt that his parents,, ■who had been in religious -work, had their hearts 
set on him entering the ministry, he felt that he ivould ‘rather be in radio 
work and had decided to ocxitinue his employment in that field, 

Mr, EATCIJ pointed out that TAYLOR had made a very great impression on Judge 
HOBSRT uJORTH 3IITGHAL!, former o'wner of the Courier Journal and T^HAS and for¬ 
mer Ambassador ■&© the Court of St. Ja:iie3» 

Mr, SATOIJ stated that he always thought the applicant had some of the traits 
of ABSAHiy.I LIIJGOIIJ in his appearance and was rather ”hom 0 spun” in his manner, 
but at the same time gave ready evidence of an excellent educational back¬ 
ground, The ■way he handled his work sho^wed intelligence, trus^tworthiness 
and reliability. Mr, EATOII feels that ■fihe moral s^fcanding of "tiie applicant 
is above reproach in every respect* It is EATOIT’s feeling that in twenty- 
five years of radio experience TAYI/DR is the only, truly, great man he has 
met i^n the Held of radio, TAYLOR has an appealing peraonali-ty and possesses 
traits of sincerity, hones^fcy, determination and strength of character, vfhich 
have alv/ays made him v/ell liked, Mr, SATCI! pointed out that even after the 
applicant had achieved a prominen'b position at CBS and became Vice President, 
he ■was, on occasions v;hen he would return to "ILIS, just as natural and 
friendly as ■when he vra.3 first employed as a "stand-by” announcer at 'JH&S. 

As a consequence, members of the 'HAS staff, on occasinns when TAYLOR re- 
■tamed, did not feel they were being impressed by TAYI/IR, but had a feeling 
of being "proud for" him, 

Mr, EATCM feels that the admiration that Louisville acquaintances of the 
applicant have had for him reflects favorably upon his character. SATOIT 
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feels completely sure of the applicant's loyalty and patriotism* He feels 
that i7hatever TAYI/)R undertakes Trill be done mth determinabion and that 
his .-ork Trill be dependable and of the most excellent quality. Hr. iAJOlT 
knows of no derogatory information TTith respect to •ttxe applicant's charac¬ 
ter or conduct, and he recommends him for a position of interest to the 
Government* 

l!r. JAISS lAKDAU, witer. Courier Journal and Louisville Times, knew the 
applicant well during the period of his employment by the Courier Journal 
and and he has maintained contact with him up mtil the present time* 

He believes TAYLOR to bo a loyal American citizen and noted that TAYLOR has 
at no time shown an interest in anything which he would regard as un-American. 
TAYLOR is a man of good character and his moral character has never been 
criticized to the knowledge of LAIIDAH* LAMDAU feels Ti^LOR was “much too 
great a persoi to remain at Louisville** and feels that his success in becom¬ 
ing a Vice President at CBS was due to the outstanding ability and intelligence 
which he possesses, llr« LANDATJ believes that sdLl Tvho have known TAYLOR in 
the Louisville area have held him in high esteem, and he is tinable to recall 
anything of a derogatory nature concerning him or to remacaber any statements 
made by others which might reflect upon his character* 

L!r» PAUL HUGHES, feature witer,. Courier Journal and Louisville Times, knew 
the applicant while the latter was working as an announcer at '.HAS and writ¬ 
ing a radio oolurm for the paper* Although not intimately acquainted with 
him, J5r* HUGHES believes he knew him well enough to state that the applicant 
was a man of good character, loyalty »nd commendable associations dxiring the 
period of his Louisville employment* LIr* HUGHES knows of nothing of a derog- 
atoiy nature concerning the applicant, and he recommends him for a position 
of interest to the Goverimient* 

Mr, FOGCHER COISMAH, writer. Courier Journal and Louisville Times^ knew the 
applicant very well during the period of 1929 to 193S and has seen him since 
on various occasions, last having met him in Germany approximately two years 
ago* Mr. TAYLOR did work of national importance in connection wilh ’7orld 
Tfar Two, and is believed to be thoroughly patriotic and loyal, Mr* COLEMAIJ 
recommends the applicant as to character, reputaticn and assooiaticns* He 
is believed to be of imquestioned morals and outstanding ability and is 
recommended by COLEMAN for a position of trust and confidence in Thlch the 
Gfovemment may have an interest. 
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A search of the city directories for the period during which applicant re¬ 
sided in Louisville indicates that in 1931 he resided at 2322 Bonnycastle, 
which was the residence of Rev. L, 0. lEAVELL. 

lirs, ELSIE S» 2021 Bonrjycastle, a resident of the neighborhood for 

over thirty years^ recalled the LE&VELLS having resided at 2022 Eonnycastle, 
but was tmable to recall the applicant as 5a resident of the neighborhood. 

MrtJOHIT STARES, 2020 Bonnyoastle, a resident of the neighborhood for forty 
years, likewise recalled the fact that Rev. L« 0. LEAVELL formerly resided 
at 2022 Bomayoastle, but was -unable to remember the applicant as a resident 
of the neighborhood. 

The Louisville City Directories indicated that as of 1932 the apj^lioant 
resided at the Greystone Apartments, 418 "Jest Ormsby. 

!Irs. BERl’ICE RIOIiARDSOII, Eanager of Greystone Apartnents, 418 77est Ormsby, 
advised that there is no record available of tenants prior to 1942 inasiBuch 
as the ovaiership of the biiilding has changed several times since its con¬ 
struction about 1925. The only former resident of the Greystone Apartments 
for the period of 1930 to 1953 known to lIrs. RICHARDSOIJ is IJrs.LILLIAIJ 
'JILLIAJilSOiJ* a resident of the Thierman Apartments. 

lirs. LILLTAII rTtLLIAIiSOlT, Thierman Apartments, Breckinridge between Fourth 
and Fifth Streets, advised that she formerly resided at the Greystone Apart¬ 
ments during tite period of residence indicated by the applicant, but she 
Vi?as unable to remember him as a neighbor*

Building, was unable to locate a credit record for the applicant.

n?RAF BLACraiAl!, clerk. Record Bureau, Louisville Police Depar-taent., was un¬ 
able to locate a record of arrest for the applicant. 
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LIr. JOS EATON, I-lajiaser, '7EL0, and former su;?erior of the applicant at *1!EAS, 
advised tha-t although he could not recall any derogatoiy remarks against 
tb3 applicant, he believes that he heard one or possibly ti’-'o statements by 
persons '.vhcs he remembers as bein^ "imedncated” or niembers of the **hoi 
polloi” of limited intelligence, make insinuations against the applicant's 
rotmET.ato at the (Jreystone Apartments, ROBERT E'ERSON. EATON stated that 
such statements ■ware not widespread enqagh to affect E®RTON’s reputation, 
and they mere entirely without basis in his opinion snd according to his 
observations « 

EATON pointed out that just about that time some uneducated persons were 
prone to confuse advanced knowledge of music, literature and the arts with 
being ’’queer” in the sense of boiag eccentric and in the sense of implying 
perversicsa,. EiSRSON had a knowledge of the arts and literature and had 
certain mannerisms which might have been possibly regarded by some as 
"feminine**, but which actually -srere, in BATON’S opinion, "stage mannerisms". 

EATON advised that he is tmable to recall tiho made the staten^nts which 
seem to be an insinuation against BI.jEHS0N, but emphasized the fact that 
such talk was definitely not -rddespread. EURSON was more quiet than the 
other annoxmcers and did not engage in the "horseplay" characteristic oi* 
studio conduct. 

EATON stated that ha mentioned his recollection of statements in this 
respect since it might possibly concern the reputation of a former associ¬ 
ate, but added that h© did not see hcrw it could af^’ect, in any way, the 
reputation of the applicant inasmuohas he personally felt that the 
original statements were completely vd.thout basis.. 
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TAILOR resided with family at Brookhaveh, Missis¬ 
sippi several years prior to 19^* Father stiH 
* resides at Brookhaven* Reputation of TAILOR and 
’ Uk3>(,e!^amily excellent at Brookhaven* School records,. 
BrooWiaven, inconplete* Credit record satisfac- 
tory and no arrest record, Brookhaven* TAILOR at-

HUGH DICKEY, Radio Operator, Mississippi Highway Patrol, advised he , 
ia well acquainted with, and has been associated closely with Dr* J* A. TAY- /} 
LOR, father of DAVIDSON TAIWR, for a number of years, and knows DAVIDSON and 
his brothers fairly well* He .stated the TAIIOR family enjoys an excellent 
repi^tation ^ the cpmmunity and that each member is considered loyal and de¬ 
pendable* He said DAVIDSON TAILOR has not been around Brookhaven for anything 
other than a short visit for about twenty years and his present associates and 
activities aTemot known* 
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SOLON BRITT, Sheriff, stated he has known Dr. J. A. TAYLOR, and his 
three sons for approximately thirty years. He said Dr. TAYLOR is one of the 
finest Americans he knows and that although the three sons have not resided 
in Brookhaven for a nuiriaer of years, they are extremely well thought of in 
Brootoaven, He did not know anything about the activities and associates of 
DAVIDSON TAILOR since he left Brookhaven about 1929, bjit said Dr. TAYLOR is 
patriotic, loyal and of excellent character. 

S.* MARTEN, Tax Assessor, said he has knpwn Dr. J. A. TAILOR very well 
for a number of years and knew DAVID^N TAILOR well until he left Brookhaven 
about twenty years ago. He said DAVIDSON TAILOR was of good morals and char~ 
acter up to the time he left toookhaven and that his father is considered of 
good character and finest associates, is loyal to the United States in eveiy 
respect and is a great influence for good in the community. 

C. M. HIGDON, President, Brookhaven Bank, advised he has known Dr. 

J. A. TAILOR and members of his family for over thirty years. He said that 
DAVIDSON TAYLOR has been away from Brookhaven for something like twenty ye^.s 
.but that he was considered honest and of good character prior to his departure. 
He said PAVIDSCai TAIIOR*s father is of good reputation, good character,, fine 
associates and is entirely loyal and trustwoirthy* 

PAUL R. TURNBOUGH, Chief of Police, stated he was reared 'sath DAVI^ 
SON TAYLOR and closely associated all his life with menders of the- TAYLOR fam.- 
ily. He said that DiAVIDi^N TAYLOR left ^ookhaven to live approjdmately twenty 
years ago And’ that he- has bad no close contact with, him sincei tip until the 
Hme he left, TORNBOUGH stated he was of fine character and morals, was honest 
and entirely trustworthy. He said Dr. J. A, TAYLOR,, father of DAVIDSCN TAYr’ 
LOR, is of -very good character and morals,, is entirely loyal, and has very 
satisfactory associates. 

DAVIDSON Taylor, nor any member of his immediate family, had any 
arrest record with the Brookhaven Police Department. Dr. 1. A. TAYLOR *^5 re¬ 
cord with the Brookhaven Credit Bureau was satisfactory. 

DAVIDSON TAYLOR'S attendance at the Brookhaven IMgh.School could not 
be verified due to lost or mispiaced records. It was only shown that he was 
in attendance during 1921 and 1922. 


AT CLINTON. MISSISSIPPI 

The following investigation was conducted by Special Agent, NORVAL D. 
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JfiLss ADDIB STEVENS, registrar, Mississippi College., from her re¬ 
cords advised that JAl^ DAVIDSON TAILKl attended that college from September 
19, 1923 until June, 1927> at -which time he graduated with distinction,, receiv¬ 
ing a B.A. Degree, The records show TAYLOR to be a yery good student and there 
is nothing of a derogatojy nature concerning him therein. Miss STEVENS advised 
she Idiows TA^OR as a student and as a friend, as well as knowing his family, 
TAYLOR’S father. Dr, J, A» TAILOR, is a retired Baptist preacher, having been 
stationed in Broolthaven, Mississippi for more than thirty years and presently 
resides there. Dr, TAYLOR wanted his son,. DAVIDSON TAYIDR, to study for the 
ministry, but while DAVIDSCN TAIIDR was attending the Baptist theological Semi¬ 
nary, Louis-Tille,, Kentucky, he became interested in radio, apparently his real 
c a l l i n g, and he is still in radio work. 

Miss STEVENS stated that DAVIDSON TAYLOR has not resided in Missis¬ 
sippi for twenty or more years., but she is sure he is an honorable, upright, 
Ctoistian man, as well as one. -whcse trustworthiness, loyalty and patriotism 
is beyond ques-bion. Press releases in the file pertaining to TAYLOR reflect, 
he married M^Y ETiIZA^TH PLUIMER, a former staff writer for the Louisvillej 
Kentucky Courier Journal, and later with the Associated Press> on June 8, 1935 
in New York (Aty* Miss STEVENS stated that TAYE1)R has a brother who is Li¬ 
brarian at Tulane Uni-versity who also is a man- of high ideals and character. 
Miss STETONS stated she. is sure there is no reason whatever to qu.estion TAYLOR 
or any of his family in any regard as- they are good, wholesome, patriotic 

.Americans, 


Professor J. R, HITT,, former teacher at lfi.ssissippi College-, and pre¬ 
sently City Alderman and Town Clerk, advised he recalls TMLOR as a s-budent 
and thinks very highly o^ himj that TAYLOR has initiative, originality and is 
intelligent. Professor HITT advised that TAYLOR was no disciplinaiy problem, 
WM reHabie and dependable and got along, well with other students. At the 
time TASf3Y)R attended Mississippi College,, there was, no reason to evai think 
about one’s Ameilcanism} however. Professor HITT stated he is sure TAYLOR is 
a good, substantial and true citizen* TAYLOR’s father resides in BTboidiaven, 
Mississippi and is a retired Baptist preacher and Professor HITT knows that 
TAILOR was reared in a good Christian home where loyalty and patriotism were 
•b aught. 


Professor HITT advised he was mayor of Clinton during the time TAY¬ 
LOR at-bended JfiLssissippi College and that TAYLOR had no arrest record while 
attending college,

May 15i The network, through DAVIDSOH TA'ifLOR, originally had requested 
thirteen scripts in advance but later accepted the committee’s counter- • 
proposal for six scripts. 

T-1 advised that at a meeting of the Executive- Council of the 
Holl^ood Writers Mobilization, 1655 Horth Cherokee, held on July 17, 

19^46 under a heading of Radio Committees, American Radio Theatre, HOTiTARD 
KOCH gave a brief report on the fate of the atom bomb- scripts which were 
submitted to CBS.

Mr. JOSEPH REAM, Executive Vice-President,. Columbia 
Broadcas-ting Conpany, advised that he has been professionally associated 
iTith TAYLOR since 193U* REAM mentioned that TAYLOR was originally employed 
by C.B.S*, on the basis of TAYLOR’S winning a Philharmonic AwUrd offered 
by C,B.S., while TAYLOR v;as en^loyed by Radio Station DHAS, Louisville, 
Kentucky. TAYLOR was en^loyed as an Ahhouncer and in a short time was placed 
in charge of the ^sic Department.. 

In 19hh» ’-VILLIAM S. PALEY, then President of C.B.S., was 
appointed to a position with, the Office of War Information, abroad, and asked 
TAYLOR to accompany him as his assistant. TAYLOR accepted, wnas granted a 
leave of absence, and was closely associated vdth PALEY yfho was assigned to 
SHAEF as a commissioned officer diiring the period, 19hk-^i9h$» 
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TAILOR returned to C.B.S. in October^ "iShS and va.s raised 
to the position of Assistant Executive-in-Charge of the Program Department. 
Gneyear later, TAILOR was promoted to the position of Vice-President. In 
late 19hl> ED'JAl^ R. MORRQIT, who was then Vice-President-in-Chargsof Public 
Affairs, resigned his position and "Has replaced by TAILOR, who continued 
his en^loyment Tdth C.B.S. aa Vice-President^rin-Charge of both the ibrogram 
Pepartment and the Public Affairs Department. 

TAILOR continued in this capacity until December, 19^9, 
when the Executive Board at C.B.S. reorganized the administration set-up 
and combined the Program and Public Affairs Departments. Ifr. HUBBELL 
ROBINSON, JR., was appointed Vice-President-in-Charge of both these de¬ 
partments, and TAILOR was relegated to the position of assistant to ROBINSON. 
TAHiOR was not willing to accept Ms- new assignment and looked upon it as 
being a demotion* Tlllheh the Executive Board at C.B.S* refused to change 
the new policy, TAILOR accordingly submitted Ms resignation. wMch was 
accepted. 


According to REM, TAILOR severed his connection '.vith 
C.B.S* on the friendliest terms and went abroad to Europe for a vacation. 

REM described TAUDR as being a brilliant, intellectual individuM for 
whom he had tremendous respect. REiiM further characterized TAILOR as 
being possessed of the Mghest integrity and made reference to the fact 
that TAILOR enjoyed an unimpeachable reputaMon in the radio field. 

REA1;L related that TAILOR had Often told him that he thought 
of returning to public life, feeling that he couldoontribute more to humanity 
by so doing. However, REAII advised against it, maintaiMng that TAILOR'S 
seiTices were too valuable to be lost by G. B. S. REAM, recalled that he 
met TAII/)R when TAILOR was assigned with SHAEF and he was impressed with ihe 
M^ly confidential work TAILOR was engaged in and believed that tMs 
assignment, in itself, was indicative of the fact that TAIIOR could be 
trusted in a position of confidence. 

REAM said that the only flaws in TAILOR'S personality 
were his inflexibility and pride, as demonstrated by TAILOR'S refusal to 
accept the decision of the Executive Board of -C.B.S. in connection with 
the new admiMstation policy. It is REAM'S contention that TAUDR'S 
employment by the United States Government is the countiy's gain and 
G. B. S.-'S' loss. 
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Miss IR®]E SiffiP^JSKE, Secretaj^r to the Personnel Jvlanager, 
United Nations Educational, Scientific and t3ultural Organization, (UNESCO), 
hO^ East ii2nd Street, advised that DATODSON TATLOR attended the $th General 
Conference of UljESCO, held in Florence, Itay, Mayr-Jme, 1950, as an esqjert 
in the field of mass communications.

Mr. HSNRY E. LA ERENZ, Credit Manager, Tudor City Management 
Office, 2^ Tudor City Place, which includes the address 330 East it.3rd Street, 
ascertained from existing tenant lists that TAYLCR resided in the building at 
330 East ii3rd Street from October 1, 193$ to September 30, 1937. He 
explained that all other records of tenants prior to 19^1 have been destroyed 
and no other information regarding TAYLOR'S residences prior 'to this address 
is availablei 

Mr.. LA ERENZ, Mr* and Mrs, R. BANNARD, 330 East i;3rd Street, 

15r. LOUIS GRUSSO, Service Man for 330 East lj.3rd Street, and Mr, L. SPITZER, 
former Manager at 330 East lt3rd Street and presently Resident Operating 
Manager for the Tudor City Development, all of whom were connected y^ith or 
residents at 330 East lt3rd Street during the time the TAYLORS lived there., 
yrere unable to recall him or anyone who might remember him. 

ADRIAN OSTRANDER, ELevator Operator, 330 East lt3fd Street, 

New York City, and Hri WiLLIAM JENNINGS, Manager, 330 East U3rd Street, were 
unable to identify Anyone, other than persons referred to above, Tfho might 
recall the TAYLORS. 

The records of the Board of Elections, ROO Broome Street, New York 
City, were rechecked for the period prior to 19k2 and reflected the 
following information: 

For the period I9U0 and 19itl, DAVIDSON and imY ELIZABETH TAYLC® 
registered in one of the two major political parties from East $7th 
Street^ in 19k0 •tiiey indicated that they had last registered in 1936 from 
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330 East lt3rd. Street. Horrever, registrations appear for them in 1936 and 
1937 from 330 East li3rd Street j in 1936 they registered isiith one of the 
tiTo major political partiesj in 1937 DAVIDSON TAXLOR registered in the 
American Labor Party and £h»s. TAXLOR registered itTith one of the two major 
parties. In his registration for 1936, DAVIDSON TAXLOR indicated that he 
had last registered in 1928 frcan BrooMiaven, Jiississippi, and IMIX E. TAXLOR 
indicated that she had last registered in 1932 from Bedford, Indiana. No 
registration was located for either DAVIDSON or MARX ELIZABETH TAXLOR prior 
to 1936 . These records farther indicate that from 19^2 to 19it8, DAVIDSON 
TAXLOR registered in one of the two major political parties. 

Regarding the American Labor Party, it is noted that this organi¬ 
zation has been cited previously in referenced report of SA JMES P. 

DONAHOE dated September 27, 1900 at New Xork,

In his application for employment Tdth the VGA Section of the State 
Department Taylor gives the following information. He vras born on February 26, 

1907 in Shelbyville, Tennessee* In 1927 he received a Bachelor of Arts degree 
from ifilssissippi College, Clinton, Mississippi and in 1930 a ^ster of Theology 
degree from Southern Baptist Theological Seminary at Louisville, Kentucky. From 
192.9 to 1933 he was enployed as an announcer mth Radio Station TfflAS, Courier 
Journal^ Louisville Tidies in Louisville, Kentucky, From 1933 to approximately 
January of 1950 he was employed as eoi announcer ^d Vice-President with the 
Columbia Broadcastir^ System, in New York City, 19ld^ and 19h^ he ivas in the 
United States Army, Since January 1, 1950, he has been unenployed except as an 
unpaid consultsmfc with the Iftiited States delegation to the 5th General Conference’ 
of the United Nations Education, Scientific and ' Cultural Organization- in Florence, 
Italy,

Washington Field Confidential Informan-i j [ made, available a letter 
dated l&y 17, ^9ii6 "written by Taylor addressed to the Consul General of Yugoslavia 
at Hew York City, callir^ attention to the fact that Norman Corwin v/as being 
sent around the world on a mission of oultTiral‘‘.interchange designed to advance 
good will, etc. The letter characterized Corv/in as one of America’s best 
radio "writers, broadcasters and directors and stated that he desired to visit 
Yugosla"via, Russia, Poland and other countries while on his tour. The letter 
requested that CorvriLn be granted a visa in ort^er to facilitate his travel 
through Yugosla-via.

Taylor has listed as a reference Arthur Judson, 113 West ^7th Street, 

Nerw York City, a music executive. In 19iil Arthur Judson was reported as 
president of the Columbia Concerts Corporation, New York City which is 
reported to be ^ who'lly ovmed subsadiary of the Columbia Broadcasting System. 

The 19h^-19k3 edition of \'Tho’s Who in America lists Arthur Judson as a past 
president of the Colunibia Broadcasting System. 

By letter dated October 9i 19lUl-j the New York Office advised that 
A&r. Arthur' Judson had cooperated vri.th this Bureau in the case entitled, >*Rucase, 
Espionage - G**'. By letter dated October 19, 19i4l-j to Mr. Arthur Judson the 
Director expressed his appreciation for cooperation rendered this Bureau by 
Ifr. Judson. 

Taylor also listed L. W. lowman as a reference. L. "W.. Lovnnan is 
Vice-President at CBS. The Bureau files contain no derogatory information 
concerning Lowman. 

OBSERVATION ; 

It is realized that Bureau policy is against interviews with 
representatives of the Columbia Broadcasting System. However, in vievf of 
Taylor’s lengthly en^loyment with CBS, namely from 1933 to approximately January 
of 19^0, it is felt that it would be in the Bureau’s interest to have the afore¬ 
mentioned references at CBS interviewed .and to make inquiries at the Personnel 
Office of CBS, New York City regarding Taylor.. 

Persons outside the Bureau who are not fully acquainted with the facts 
might well fail to understand the Bureau’s action in not conducting any interviews 
whatsoever at CBS in this particular case, ' 

ACTION; 


If approved, the folloYong instructions will be issued to the Field. The 
Nev/ York Office will be instructed to have a well qualified,mature, experienced 
Special Agent interview 1Sr» L. W. Lov/man, Vice-President of CBS, and 1^. Arthur 
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Judson, an affiliate of CBS. This Special Agent is to advise both Mr. Lovnnan 
and ifi:. Judson that they have been named as references by Mr. Taylor who is 
being investigated by this Bureau as an applicant for a position with the 
Voice of America Section of the State Department under the provisions of 
Public Law ij.02, 80th Congress, Both Ifc, Lowman and ifr. Judson are onljr to be 
asked if they desire to volunteer any comments concerning Mr. Taylor. They 
are not to bo questioned beyond this. The instructions are that a well qualified, 
mature, experienced Special Agent is to contact the Personnel Office at CBS 
in New York City for mere verification of Taylor’s enployment "vri-th CBS.

Director of William S. Paley Foundation. It states that they have been suggested 
as persons Tsbo have been closely associated with Taylor. 

The New York Office also advised that Ted Kirkpatrick, Editor of Counter 
Attach, indicated that Mr. Ed Chester, present CBS Director of News, is violently 
anti-Davidson Taylor and anti-Communist in sympathies. New York requested authority 
also to interview Mr. Chester. 


0B5ERVATE0N 

It is not seen that interviews with Edward R. Murrow or John Minaiy are 
necessary or that they wovLLd add anything to the‘picture concerning ihylor. 

However, as it has been alleged that Ed Chester is anti-Cranmunist ar^ 
anti-Davidson Taylor, an interview with him might assist in deteimining the truth 
of the allegation that Taylor^s resignation was not due solely to his dissatisfaction 
with- a demotion given him at CBS, but rather to. a CBS clean up of fellow tyavelers.

Crandall has 
stated "that through the CBS Vfeshington Office, he has learned that Representative 
John Tabor (R - NY) anticipates questioning Taylor’s appointment on the floor of 
the House and that in this connection he has asked CBS to furnish scripts from 
the Documentary Unit of CBS to support his questioning. It appears that persons 
who object to Taylor’s appointment base their objections on the fact that Taylor, 
while Vice President of CBS, had exclusive jTirisdiction over scripts and personnel 
of the Documentary Unit there v^hich was staffed by persons accused of being 
Communists,and which broadcast scripts which “followed the Communist Party line.”

Die following significant article regarding TAYLOR’S resignation 
appeared in the December 21, 1949 issue of the nev^spaper, ’’New York Herald 
Tribune” under the heading “CBS CHANGES DEGANIZATIOH OF TOP PERS0IR3EE«t 
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A realignment of exacutive personnel of the Colimbia Broad¬ 
casting System designed to effect greater coordination of 
radio and television network operations was announced 
yesterday by FRANK STANTON, President of the network, lir. 

STANTON also said that as a result of the increasing 
activity of CBS’* developed shows j the network is divorcing 
the business management funetions of the Program Department 
from operations. 

At the same time, he disclosed that DAVIDSON TAYLOR, Vice- 
President in Charge of Public Affairs, is resigning because 
of J&. TAYLOR'S feeling that he could not work effectively 
under the plan of reorganization* 

lirs. MARION LAMBBRSON, Personnel Assistant j Personnel Dep^tment, 
Columbia Broadcasting Company, (C.B.S.), 485 Madison Avenue, advised that the 
records reflected that JAI5ES DAVIDSON TAYLOR was. employed as an announcer on 
October 1, 1933* As of January 22, 1944, TAYLOR,, who was then Assistant 
Director of Programs, was granted a leave of absenoe for a special assignment 
out of the country. On October 8, 1945, TAYLOR returned and was appointed 
Vice-President and Director of Programs, TAYLOR resigned this ppsition 
December 31, 1949 and went off the payroll records on June 30, 1950. TAYMR'S 
date and place of birth were reflected in the records as February 26, 1907, 
Shelbwille. Tennessee. It was 1-ikewlae indicated that TAYLOR was married and

Nothing derogatory concerning TAYLOR was contained in the records, 

Mr. JOSEPH REAM, Executive Vice-President, Columbia Broadc asting 
Comff irxy. .advised that he has been professionally assopiated with TAYLOR since 
1934^ 'Mr, REAM mentioned that. TAYLOR was originally employed by C^ on the 
bdsis of TAYLOR'S winning a Philharmonic Award offered by CBS while TAYLOR 
was employed by fedio Station “SlfHAS, Louisville, Kehtuclqr. TAYLOR was employed 
as .an announcer and in a short time was placed in charge of the Mrsic Depart¬ 
ment, and later was appointed Assistant Director of Programs* 

In 1944, }ir. "WILLIAIi S, PALEYj then President, of CBS, was appointed 
to a position with the Office of War Information abroad, and asked TAYLOR to 
accompaiy him as. his assistant. TAYLOR accepted, was granted a leave of 
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absence, and was closely associated with Hr*. P^ST, ^o was assigned to 
SHAEP as a commissioned officer during the period 1944**1945» lAILOR was 
assigned to General DTiflGHT D. EISETJHO^TER’S headquarters in Europe as Radio 
Chief 0^ the Psychological Warfare Division. 

TAflOR returned to CBS i n October, 1945, and was promots’S to the 
position of Vice-President in Charge of Programs. In late.l947j Ifc* EDTiTASD 
R. liOfeROW, who was then Vice-President in Charge of Public Affairs, resigned 
his position and was replaced by TAilOR who continued his employment -with 
CBS as Vice-President in Charge of both the Program Department and the 
Public Affairs‘'I)epartment. 

TAYIOR continued in this capacity until December, 1949, when the 
Executive Board at CBS reorganized the at^nis.tratioh setup and combined the 
Program and Pubj^c Affairs Departments. Mri HIJBBELL ROBINSON, JR., was 
appointed Vice-President in Charge of both these departments, and TAIiOR was 
relegated to the position of assistant to Ih?* ROBINSON. TAYIX)R was not willing 
to accept his new assignment and looked upon it as being a demotion. When 
the Executive Board at CBS refused tp change the new policy, TAYLOR accordingly 
submitted his resignation which was accepted. 

According to Mr. REAM, TAYLOR severed his connection with CBS on 
■idae friendliest terms and went, abroad to Europe for a vacation. ISr, REAM 
described TAYLOR as being a brilliant, intellectual individual for whom he 
had tremendous respect. Mr. REAM further characterized TAYLOii as being possessed 
of the hipest integrity and made reference to the fact, that TAYLOR enjoyed ah 
unimpeachable reputation in the radio field. 

ISr*. REAJi related that TAYLOR had often told him that he thought of 
returning to. public life, feeling that he could contribute more to humanity 
by so doing, However, MT. REAM advised against it, maintaining that TAYLOR’S- 
services were too valuable to bo lost by CBS. Tir. REAM recalled that he met 
TAYLOR when TAYLOR was asai^ed "idth SHAEF and he was impressed with the 
highly confidential work TAYLOR was engaged in and believed that this 
assignment, in itself, was indicative of the fact that TAYLOR could be 
trusted in a position of confidence. 
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Ifc. BEAM said that -Hio only flaws in TAHOE’S personality were his 
inflesd-bility and pride, as demonstrated by TAHOE’S refusal to acc^t Ihe 
depision of the Executive Board of CBS in donnection with the new administration 
policy. It is JiTi BEAM’S contention that ^AllOife’S enployment ty the United 
States dovernment is the country’s gain and CBS’' loss. 


iass lEENB SHEPANSKI, Secretaiy to ’the' Eersohpel Manager,’ United 
Nations Educational, Sciratific and Cultural Organization, (Ul^CO), 405 East 
42nd Street, advised that U&TOBSON lAIIOE attended the Tifth General Conference 
of UNESCO, held in liorenCe, Italy, May to June 1950, as an e3^e'rt in ‘the 
field of mass coimunications. Miss SHEPANSKI stated that TAYIOE volunteered 
his services while on vacation in Italy and was not a 'salaried enployee of 
UNESCO. 




Mr. EIVfAED L. SAXE, Comptroller, CBS, advised SA C.‘'5»pE SNOEYENBOS 
that he has known BAVIIBON TAYLOE for a number af years. Mr. SAXE^a^d ^at 
TAHOE began' Ms career at CBS as an announcer and served in the GoverimentV^ 
service dujdhg the war and when he returned to CBS thereafter,, became Vice- 
President in Charge of. Programs. 


Mr. SAXE said that TAHOE recently resigned his position at CBS in 
order to obtain a position elserdiere. Mr. SAXE said that he is convinced that 
•ftie reason liAVIIBON TAHOE left. CBS was because Of a difference with the 
officials of the network over policy matters. Mr. SAXE said that TAHOE was 
convinced that the network should devote more of its efforts in the field of 
public service broadcasts. In this policy, he ran counter to "the ftmdamental 
fact that CBS is a profit-seeking business enterprise. TAHOE, being a man 
of strong determination and purpose, could not agree with the top officials 
of CBS in this regard and TAHOE accordingily resigned. Mr. SAXE said he. is 
convinced that if TAHOE had been inclined to yield a little, he could have 
remained at CBS where he was paid a much hi^er salary than he can command in 
the Government service. Mr. SAXE said he is convinced he was willing to make 
this financial sacrifice because of a person^ desire to devote Ms talents 
in channels where they would contribute more to the. service of the public, 

Mr. SAXE said he has had the' Opportunity of observing TAHOE’S 
activity in this regard. On numerous occasions, Mr, SAXE said he has had 
controversies with TAYIOE because of the fact TAYIOE desired to produce programs 
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which were not income yielding and which would cost the n^work large sums. 

He said that in such controversies he has noted the remarkaWe frahkness and 
personal integrity of DAVIDSOII TATLOR who fought haj’d for hik ideas but 
never used under-handed methods to accomplish his pujrposes, yfr, SAXE said 
that his opinion of TA'PXE 'S personal integrity and honesty is such that he 
is Convinced that, if TAYLOR were possessed of any Communist syupathies, he 
would make no effort to conceal them. TAYLOR is a man,. Mr. SAitE said, of 
profound convictions which are, in SAXE’S opinion, thoroughly American, 
Mrw SAXE added that TAYLOR is a man of complete personal integilty, 
reliability and loyalty. TAYLCR is not weak or easily led, Mr. SAXE said. 

Mr. SAXE further advised he knows of no subversive or Cormunist 
affiliations on the part ot DAVIDSON TAYLOR. Mr. SAXE recommended TAYLCR for 
appointment to the Government service Mthout reservation. 

Mr. EDMUND CHESTER, Director of the News Division, CBS, advised 
that he origin^ly met TAYLOR iAien he, Mr. CHESTER, was in charge of the News 
Division at Radio Station WHAS, Louisville Courier Journ^, Louisville, 
Kentucty, Mr. CHESTER resumed his professional associations with TAYLOR in 
I 9 U 0 when Mr. CHESTER was employed by CBS. Mr. CHESTER is also acquainted 
with TAYLOR’S wife,. ^RY Ef.TZ ABETH TAYLOR, having worked with her at the 
Louisville Courier Joiirnal and at the Associated Dress. Mr, CHESTER has had 
limited social contacts with TAYLOR and his wife. 

Mr. CHESTER said that he regards TAYLOR as being possessed of the 
highest character and integrity and considers him to be a thoroughly honest 
individual, Mr, CHESTER said that, because of TAYLOR’S special talents in 
the radio field, he shovdd prove to be a valuable employee of the United 
States Government, Mr, CHESTER further remarked that he considered TAYLCR 
to be a thoroughly loyal and patriotic American and loiew of nothing which 
reflected on TAYLOR’S loyalty., character or associations. Mr, CI^TER 
mentioned that, on the basis of his associations vriLth Mrs. TAYLOR, she 
likewise impressed him favorably. 

Mr. VfflELS (TED) CHURCH, Editor in Chief, CBS, News Department, 
advised that he has been professionally and socially acquainted with DAVIDSON 
TAYLOR since TAYLOR’S original employment with CBS in 1933,. Mr. CHURCH is 
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also acquainted with MAIg ELIZAB ETH JTAIIiOS* Mr. CHURCH describVd TAILOR as 
being an extraordinaAly honest- man and one of the finest AmeribanwL^i® 
ever known, Mr. CHURCH said that TAILOR is possessed of complete hone^S^ 
integrity and that he considers TAILOR ”to be honest to a fault”., Mr, 
added that he has not the slightest (bubt as to TAILOR’S loyalty and 
patilotisH and wished to recommend TAILOR wilhout reservation for a position' 
of trust and confidence with the United States Goverriment, 


•Mr. arURCH related that TAHOR, in the course of his administrative 
functions at CBS, never favored Communists or allowed Communists or ”fellow. 
travelers” to- utilize the facilities of CBS_ for purposes of Communist Party 
prepaganda. On the contraiyj Mr, CHUR® stated that TArK)Rwas e-Ver conscious 
of any Communist attempts to infiltrate CBS and made serf;ous efforts to see- 
that all programs on- CBS were in ho sense Communistically tainted and adhered 
strictly to objective news reporting and were unbiased in their presentationv 

Mr, CHURCH pointed out that -this disposition oh the part of TAILOR 
is best exetnplified by -the following: 

During tire period idieh TAILOR was Vice-President of Programs, he was 
Executive in Charge of the News Department Tyhich Was the largest depar'fanent in 
the CBS administrative setup, TAILOR was also j^ecutive in Charge of the 
Documentary Unit, IXirdng the period TAILOR was Vice-President in Charge of 
Programs, Mr, CHURCH was Director of iJie News Department. Mr. CHURCH said that 
it was inconceivable to him to regard TAILOR as anything but a Ipyal American 
devoid of any Communist sympathies in view of the fact he, Mr. CSIUR®, was 
Radio Director of the National Republican Committee- from 1940 tq 1948 ahd had 
exclusive jurisdiction over the adninistratioh -of the News Department subject 
only to TAILOR* In this connection, Mr. CKJRCH remarked that TAILOR at no 
time ever gave any orders, ever questioned Ms judgment or ever interfered witi 
Mr. CHUR®‘S handling of the news. Mr'., ®URCH concluded that if TAILOR had 
any but thorou^ly American syapathies, he would not alMLow a man with Mr, 
LURCH’S backgro\md, who was an active supporter of the Republican Party and 
an ardent supporter of the conservative forces in America today, to have 
exclusive and autonomous control of the CBS News Division. MTi ®URCH said 
that ”the questicning of DAVIDSON TAILOR’S handling of the News Division of 
CBS should revert directly to TED ®URCH”. 

Relative ■fcq TAILOR’S administration of -the Documentary Unit at CBS, 
Mr, CHURCH advised that althou^ he had no direct connection with this section. 
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TAHjC® did call upon him on occasions to pass upon radio scripts vjhen there 
vras any question as to the context of these scripts uhich mey have contained 
slanted political views. In particular, Mr. CHURCH recalled that PET^^tlON, 
7^script writer with the CBS Documentary Unit j^o,was suspected of Communist .. 
‘"'f^ty leanings althpugh' nothing-definite^as* pr^yecUcodcernlng him in this ' ' 
/ regard, was assigned to write a scriptMealing with the lives and activities 
of congressmen in Washington, PETER LION went to Washington, gathered his 
material and subnitted his script which was reviewed by Mr, CHURCH on 
TAILOR'S request, Mr. CHURCH mentioned that, in this instance, he found no 
questionable material in the script and in fact found it thoroughly American 
and particularly favorable to the American ^stem and to. congressmen in 
general. In other instances,. Mr, CHURCH ssiid that he has made suggestions 
concerning scripts and his reconmendations have been abided by because his 
judgment concerning the recognizing of Communist Party propaganda was highly 
regarded; , (J./ cV ^

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Mr, CHURCH made reference to TAILOR'S recent resignation from CBS, 
stating that TAILOR resigned solely over a disagreement concerning adminis¬ 
trative policy. Subsequently, Mr, CHURCH said, it had been an established 
policy of |fr, WILLIAM S, PALSI, Chairman of the Board, CBS, to engage in 
routine administrative shake-ups, feeling that they made for greater 
efficiency. Prior to Januaiy 1950» Mr, HUBBELL ROBINSON, JR, was placed 
over TAILOR in the administrative setup and TA^R took exception to, this 
decision. Mr, CHURCH said that Mr, HtfBBELL ROBINSON, JR, is considered to 
be more commercial-minded than TAIIiOR> whoA he described as being more public 
spirited. These qualities of both Mr, RCBINSON and TAILOR were expressed in 
their work, Mr, CHURCH felt that TAILOR believed that he had demonstrated his 
commercial effectiveness by promoting such popvilar and remunerative programs 
as "My Friend Irma" and "Life with Luigi" and that he took exception when these 
facts were hot considered in connection '.d-th the new appointments. 


Mr. CHURCH, in reconmending TAILOR, advised that he never had any 
reason to doubt TAILOR'S associates and felt that, on the basis of TAHOR'S 
eaqjerience in the radio field, he was an excellent choice for eiigjloyment by 
Voice of America, 


Mr*. GEORGE CRANDALL, Director of Press Information, CBS, advised 
that he has been professionally associated with TAILOR for approximately 
twelve years, stating that TAILOR hired him when he, Mr. CRANDALL, was first 
employed by CBS, 
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Mr. CRA1©ALL described TAILOR as being an able, sensitive, creative, 
intelligent iMividual possessed of unquestioned integrity and the hipest 
ideals. Mr, CRAJIDAEL described TAYLOR as being "a brilliant program man and 
program builder”, and further stated that “TAYLOR shovild be a terrific asset 
in producing programs Voice of America would want”. Mr. CRANDALL said that 
he would never question TAILCR ‘S loyalty to ihe United States and, on the 
basis of his association with TAILOR, he never knew TAYLOR to associate with 
Communists or persons of questionable loyalty. Mr. GRAtJDALL recommended 
TAILCSl for a position of trust and confidence with the United States 
Government with the following reservation: 

Mr. CRANDALL stated that, during the course of his association with 
TAYLOR, he has had the opportunity to obseive TAYLOR’S “keen sense of fair^ 
ness”, evidenced by TAILCR*S refusal to be influenced by gossip, rumor or 
unsubstantiated allegations concerning any individuals, requiring absolute 
proof beforo taking any action against them. As a rfs^^lt of this disposition 
of TAYLOR, Mr. CRAJIDALL wouid serioiisly weigh TAYLOR’S appointment to a 
sensitive position in light of the critical world situation. Mr. CRANDALL 
feels that TAYLOR'S sense of fairness may make TAYLOR too tolerant of persons 
with whom he may work, who, because of questionable loyalties and associations, 
mi^t later be proved to be poor security risks, 

Mr. CRANDALL, in referring to TAYLOR’S resi^ation from JIBS, , 
stated unequivocally that TAYKE’S severing of his connections with CBS arose 
solely oVer TAYLCR 'S disagreement with the new reorganization policy at CBS. 

Mi*. FRANK WHITE, President, Mutual Broadcasting Company, ll4i>0 
Broadway, advised that he has been professionally associated with TAILCR 
since 1937 during which time he has also met TAILOR and his wife on a casual 
social basis. 

Mr. WHITE said that he holds TAILOR in the hipest regard "as being 
a serious-minded individual of old American stock”,. Mr, WHITE said that, if 
he were in a position to hire individuals for employiaent with Voice of America, 
he woitld definitely employ TAYLOR, whom he regarded as being peculiarly adapted 
for any such enployment, on the basis of TAILOR'S professional qualifications, 
background experience, and personal qualities, Mr. WHITE said he spoke 
advisedly because of his. associalions with TAYLOR, e^qplaining that he was Vice- 
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President at CBS during TAYIOR*S enployment with CBS and had manor close 
professional de^ings with TiinDOR in connection with the operations of CBS 
short-wave broadcasts over which Mr, liiiTE had charge, 

Mr, WHITE described TAYLOR as possessing “a real sense of public 
responsibility, being an indiyidial who has arrived at a happy mediumj tec^eiing 
a hi^ idealism "^th practical, cold,logical considerations". Ihr, WHITE 
fiirther characteilzed TAYLOR as being "a firm, believer in the American w^ 
of life and a fervent American", 

Mr. WHITE ipdoiwed TAYLOR irt-thout qualification for a- position of 
trust and confidence witii the United States Govemmenti 

Mr. WILLIAM H, IINISHBIBER, JR,., Wice-President in Charge of 
Programs, Mitual Broadbasting Company, adtrised that he has been pi\>fessionally 
associated with BAVIBSON, TAYIOR for a period of twelve, years and during that 
time has been an intimate social acquaintance of TAYLOR, Mr. HKESHRIBER 
eaiplained that he was an associate of TATnX)R at CBS when TAYLOR was Executive 
in Charge of the Music Deparfesent, Mr. FINESHRIBER, succeeded. TAYLOR as head 
of that Depart^nent. Mr, FIltE^RlBER said that he also succeeded TAYLOR as 
Assistant Executive in Charge of the. Programs- Department at CBS -yAien TAYK)R 
was made Vice-President in Charge' of the Programs Department, in this 
capacity, Mr, FINESHRiBER was second in command of the CBS Programs Department 
and prior to his resignation from CBS on July I 5 , 1949, was Geheral Manager 
of Programs. , 

Mr. FINESHRIBER said that he had well-fomed impressions concerning 
TAYLOR based on his associations with TAYLOR. Mr, ILNESHRIBEB said that TAYLOR 
iiig)ressed’ him as being an extremely hard-working,, independent political 
thinker, tAioss loyalty to the United States was unquestionedi Mr. FINESHRIBER 
stated that TAYIDR enjoyed an enviable reputation as to character and integrity 
and that TAYIOR ’*was a strong proponent pf political freedom and believed that 
a man had a ri^t to say what he thou^t". Mr. FINESHRIBER added that TAYLOR 
"had absolutely no use for Communism and was devoid of any Communist leanings". 

Hr. FENESHRIBER commented concerning TAYLOR’S artistic temperament 
^d made reference to TAYLOR’S strong urges in the field of art and music, Mr, 
FINESHRIBER said that it was significant to note that TAYLOR was “fully 
imbued with the philosophy -that truth was the best propaganda line" and stated 
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that TAHiOR “had strpng prerogatives about the press telling -the actual 
stoiy”.

to. PJEL, among others, created a situation whereby the DooiMentary Unit of f 
CBS was alleged to have produced and broadcast programs idiich followed the 
Communist Party line and was subject to suspicion because of questionable , 
associations of persons connected with it, ^ 

Mr. FINESHRiBER said no action was liaken concerning these persons 
because basical^ all of them were qualified artists and conpetent in the 
field, H® pointed out that j^ersons so gifted with literary talent cannot be 
judged by common standards in view* of their artistic temperament. This to 
evidenced by their propensity toward supporting numerous types of causes 
without questioning the basic purposes of such causes and being mainly 
motivated and acting impetuously without any serious forethought. In the 
absence of positive proof concerning a person-Js disloyalty to the United States, 
it would be imjust to act against them, to, FINESHRIBER said that any of the 
material prepared by the Documentary Unit at CBS was read by TAILOR, to. "WILLLAM 
S. PALEY, who was at that time President of QBS, to, FRANK STANTON, President, 
himself and others and that it was agreed tHsK^hey were ’’pretty strongly in 
the American tradition and if any of the Conpunist Party line theories appeared 
in any of the progrmns, they occurred as a result of nearsightedness on the 
part of those reviewing the script”. 

to. FINESHRIBER further remarked that if any of the context of the 
programs could be definitely identified as following the Communist Party line, 
then it resulted either from TAILOR and the others who reviewed the scripts, 
including himself, not recognizing the questionable material, or else what was 
interpreted as being the Communist Party line was actually in the best 
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democratic principles which are ofttimes e:q)loited by the Communists. 

Mr, HHESHEEBER advised that he would recommend TAZLOR without 
qualification for a position of trust and' confidence with the United States 
tovemment* Mr. FINESHRIBER remarked that concerning TAIJiOR’S associations,, 

\/some doubts may be entertained because of TAILOR'S association with BOB 
)( HEIiLE R and Mr. ,,AENOI>DJSj^ and others who have been accused of Communist 
/ ■ sympathies.' ‘Mr. FINESHRIBEB made partiCiaar reference to Mr. HOBMAN CORTfl N. 
whom he said was a personal friend of TAIEOR and was also a mutual acquaintance 
of his, Mr, EINESHRIBER remarked that it has generally been rumore d that 
Ih*. NORUAN COHi'nEN was. affiliated with a number of organizations-^declaued to 
be. sub7:ersive b^the Afetomey^General and that Mr* CORPflH would possibly be 
considered "a'questionable associate 'by some persons. However, Mr. JINESHEIBER 
discounted this conclusion, stating that Mr, COISflN,, althou^ he has made no 
public statement, has long disaffiliated himself from any of these groups and 
in Mr. FINESHRIBER'S mind is a loyal American, 

Mir. PtEHESHRlBER stated he would not qieation TAYLOR'S association 
with Mr. C0E17IN or o'ther persons TAZIOR associated with, e::q)laining that in 
most instances, the association arose solely out of professionsQ. dealings and 
that TAZEOR has demonstrated to him that his loyalty to the United States is 
above reproach.

> Mr. J YYUE. described TAYLOR as being a bom adninistra-tor, a great 
executive, a keen anal^^st, an accurate appraiser of men and situations and an 
enoimously diplomatic individual. Mr. WYLIE said tha-b TAYIOR possesses an 
acute and rare intelligence and that his morals are impeccable. 

■^feiuing -to TAYLOR’S theological background, Mr. WYLIE mentioned 
that TAYLOR is an ofdhined Bdp-fcist minister and has, in the past, actu^ly 
officiated a-b marriages and funerals. Because of this backgroundj J/Ir. V^IE 
felt that TAYIOR, in a sense, -was morally incorruptible. It was Mr. T/YlIe’S 
understanding that TAYIOR continued in the field of radio in preference to 
the ministry, because ”he lost his ^petite for corwentionalism in the pulpit 
and religion".. 

Mr. "iTYLIE referred to TA^YLOR’S associa-bions at CBS t recal^ng that 
considerable frictions developed -j^en TAYLOR succeeded Mr. EDWARD R. MtlRROFf 
as Vice-President because maty of the other employees resented TAYLOR’S 
appointmen-b in view of the fact that TAYLOR had no background in the newspaper 
field and they felt that the ^pointment should have gone -to -a qualified 
newspaper man. However, TAYLOR survived in this dispute. Mr. WYLIE said that 
TAYLOR msy have made mistakes in adninistering his job, but that he was such 
a faiivmihded individual tha-b aty errors committed by TAYLOR were never made 
out of prejudice, Mr. WYLIE also was awsre of TAYLOR’S resignation from CBS 
and stated that TAYLOR told him he resen-bed Mr. HDBBEEL ROBINSON, JR. being 
appointed over him. TAYLOR told Mr. WYLIE he discussed this matter with 
Ih*. 17IILIAM S. RALEY, Chairman of the Board of CBS, and that 1^. RALEY regretted 
that the situation could not be changed and would regard TAYLOR’S resignation 
as a loss to CBS. 

Mr. WYLIE stated that he regards TAYIOR as being a coupletely ‘ 
courageous individual, "who is the farthest thing from a CoraEraniat in jftmerica 
today".

Mr. JUBSON mentioned that it was his. understanding that TAYLOR resigned 
voluntarily from CBS, because he disagreed with the policies of the station, 
feeling that CBS tras becoming too commercial.

in. ■view of his background in firio and his work and trip abroad. Mr, JUBSON 
said that he desired to recommend TAYLOR most favorably, without hesitation,, 
for a position of trust and confidence with the United States Government.

Mrs. FANNIE MAY BDTTEifflEtD, free lancq writer. Hotel Paik Plaza, 

50 TTest 77 th Street,, advised that she first met TAYLOR when he auditioned for 
a position of announcer with Radio Station MAS, Iouisvi].le, Kentucky, in I 929 ,, 
when he was a student at the Sou them Baptist Iheological Seminaiy. Mrs. 
BUTTERFIEEI) was in charge of aiiditions. and hired TAYIdR on a part-time basis. 
She continued her professional association with TAYLOR for a period of eight 
or nine months and in 1930, she resigned from MAS, Mrs. BUTTERFIELD mentioned 
that TAYLOR discussed his fature with her and that she advised him to continue 
in the radio field instead of the ministry because he did show that he had 
t^ent. Soon afteiward, TAYLOR won a CBS a ward for a composition written by 
him concerning music. As a result of win ning this award, TAYLOR was hired 
iy CBS in New York City, Mrs. BUTTERFIELD had no further contact with TAYLOR 
until 1935 , when she came to New York in an attempt to secure radio time op 
CK for a series of programs she ecM.ted and acted in, TAYLOR,, accor&ng to 
Mrs. BUTTERHELD, did not show any interest in her proposal and, in fact,, 
treated her in a rather brusk manner. Since 1935., Mrs. BUTTERFIELD has had a 
very casual association with TAYIDE. 

Mrs, BUTTERFIELD stated that, on the basis of her associations with 
TAYLOR, she knew of nothing which Wo.uid reflect on his. charaoter, loyalty or 
•associations. 

Confidential Informant T-2, of unknown reliability, who is well 
acquainted with activities in. the radio field, advised that he questioned 
TAYLoR'S integrity and d^endableness because of the following: 

in January I 948 , T-2 learned that TAYLOR had agreed to have exceipts 
from Governor DEWEY’S opening address to the New York State Legislature 
broadpast over the CBS network. After an agreement had been reached as to 
what excerpts of Governor BEyEY’S speech would be broadcast, the infoimaht saw 
TAYLOR accompany HENRY TYALLACE into a recording room and sar both TAYLOR and 
TTALLACE listen to DSSTEY'S speech which had not been nationally broadcast but 
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sent over a local Albany station earlier that afternoon. Earlier that same 
day. President ilHJMftN delivered his State of the Union address. That evening,, 
over CBS, excerpts from Governor PEPSI’S address and excerpts from President 
TRUMAN’S address were broadcast ever the CBS network. This program was 
f pllowed by an address by HEI^RI YfALIACB and”the comments of two news 
commentators, EDNARD R. JURROU and QUINGEI HCT.JE.

According to Tj-2, it was believed that TAILOR violated his original 
agreement concerning the-presentation of the excerpts from Governor pEiVET’S 
speech by presenting excerpts which distorted the complete, context of the 
speech. Excerpts were lii^ewise taken frem President !MJ.MAN’S speech, iriiiqh 
tended to place PETOC and TRUMAN in an unfavorable light, HBURT lALLACE, in 
turn, had the benefit of comparing both speeches and having the conflicting- 
statements in both speeches programmed for comparison by the listening public 
and had the advantage of speaking to the radio audience immediately follo\?ing 
the presentation of both speeches. QUINCET H0<7E is reported, in commenting oh 
the speeches, to have referred to President TRUMAN and Governor PEWET as 
“twiddledum and twiddledee. ” T-2 said he heard that Governor PETEr was furious 
at the manner in which his speech was handled. T-2 is of the opinion that 
TAILOR was primarily responsible for this situation^ which, he felt was 
engineered to give TiTALLACE 4 political advantage.. T-2 is also of the opinion 
that under TAILOR’S direction as Vice-President in Charge of Programs, that 
certain programs broadcast over CBS have "followed the Communist Party line." 


T-2 based his contentions on his personal interpretation of 
documentary program which were broadcast over the CBS network, particularly 
during the period 1946 to 1947 and during 1948, such programs being broadcast 
betvTe.en the hours of 9 p.m. and li p.m. T-2 sai4 that these programs, in 
his mind, not only by the contejeb and direction, but also ly ibe voice 
inflections of the actors, were s.o closely allied to the Communist Party 
line that they could not have been so designed merely by accident, t-2 said 
that he could not name any of these programs specifically because since 1946 
he has participated and been connecte.d with numerous radio programs and could 
not recall each program by name. However, T-2 said that the programs he 
referred to were those produced by the Documentary Unit of CBS. 
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T-2 said that he could not believe that such programs were 
alloisred to be broadcast unknown to TAILOR, namely because of TAILOR'S 
executive position and in the light of TAYLOR’S reputed hi^ intelligence. 


T-2 advised that on occasions during the past two years, he 
has observed TAYLOR in the company of Ifr. JNOKMH, CORWIN and HRSTER 
_SONDE^AAB0- at the Barberry Rocm Cocktail Lounge, 19 East 52nd Street. 

T-2 said that, even thou^ both lip. COR’VIN and HESTER SONDE^JiRD are 
active in the radio field, he is of the opinion 'that TAYLOR’S association 
with CORWIN and SONDERGAARD is more than professional. T-2 considers 
TAYLOR’S friendship with NORMAN CORWIN be close and intimate on the 
basis of the frequency of their association. T-2 said that, he has not 
seen TAYLOR .in the company of HESTER SO10ERGAARD as many times as he has 
seen TAYLOR in. the company of NORMAN QORUN,. although he has seen the 
three of them together on a few- occasions. T-2 said that he regards 
both CORirTIN and SONDERGAARD as being Communist Party sympathizers in 
consideration of the many Communist Party fronts they have supported. 


T-2 advised that he would not testify before a Loyalty Hearing 
■Board or give a signed statement. 

Confidential Informant T-3, of known reliability, Y/ho is well 
acquainted -trith Communist Party affairs, described Mr. NORMAN C0K7IN as 
being a concealed Communist, one who does not hold himself out as a 
Communist and who would deny membership in the Party. 


The ’’Daily Worker, ” an East Coast Communist newspaper, dated 
April 17,. 1946 , page 6, column 3, listed NORMAN CORiOT, Radio Writer, as 
among fifteen hew sponsors of the National Negro Congress. The National 
Negro Congress has been cited by the Attorney General as coming withih 
the purview of Executive Order 9835* 


The May 25, 1946 issue of the "Welfare Reporter,’’ the official 
organ of the local of the United Public Workers, CIO, of New York City, 
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cpixtsiined pn article which stated that NC®?^J3pBWiN^as to be one of the 
speakers at a rally of the Council of A&ican isifairs* This rally was to be 
held on June 6 , I 9 I 16 at Madison Square Garden. The Council of African 
Affairs has been cited by the Attorney General as coining within the purview 
of Executive Order 9835. 


Aii' article appeared in the “World Telegram”, a New York daily 
newspaper, dated November l5> 19U6, captioned “Left-Wingers Help Spread 
Democracy at §100..00 a Plate”,. This article stated that this dinner which 
was held at tbe Hotel Plaza, New York City, on November 15, 19^6, was 
sponsored by the Committee For A Democratic Policy In The Far East. The 
article listed NORMAN CORWIN as cne of the speakers at this dinner. The 
Committee For A Democratic Policy In Tbe F^ East has been cited by the 
Attorney General as coming within the- purview of Executive Order 9^35.- 

Confidential Informant T”^* of known reliability, advised in 
December, 191*6 that NORMAN COI57IN was one of the speakers at the ”G6t 
Together With Russia” rally held at Madison Square Gaorden oh December 2, 

191 * 6 , under the auspices of the National Council of American Soviet Friend¬ 
ship,. Incorporated, Tb© National Council of J^erican Soviet Friendsbip, 
incorporated has been cited by the Attorney General as coming within the 
purview of ExeOutive Order 9835. 

Confidential Informant T-5> of known reliability, advised that 
NCRMAN CORWIN had resigned from the Progressive Citizens of America because 
he did hot want to be publicly associated with the WAILACE Campaign. The 
informant said that CORWIN e^qiressed the desire and willingness to affiliate 
with a separate Committee of the National. Council of the Arts, Sciences and 
Professions whose ideails would be identical with the ideals pf the 
Progressive Citizens of America, but would be oh a more intellectual plane. 

The informant further advised that CORWIN was selected to represent 
the field of radio in the Administrative Committee of the National Couhqil of 
the Arts, Sciences and professions. 


Confidential Informant T?^, of unknom reliability, advised that 
NORMAIJ CCRWIN was with the Columbia BMadcasiihg .^jstem as of December 1947.

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Informant described CORWIN as being one of the outstanding Communist "fellow 
travelers” and that CORWIN bad been associated with numerous Communist-front 
organizations in the past. 

In the June 3^»^9Ul issue of the "New Masses”, it was reported that 
N0RM&N__C 0R^V1N and EA^HBmCBINSON wr.Qte..n. skit, nailed J’lfee Eeople, les”, vbich 
wisJeSto^^d-^tJbe^bWth_T Congress of the_ League pf. Jimerican 

lifriters, held at the Commodore Hotel, New Yoik City, June 6, 7> and 8, 19iil. 
The "New Masses” was cited as a Communist front by the Special Committee on 
Un-American Activities, House of Representatives, on June 2h, 19l|2 and March 
29 , 19Ui. 


The liame of NORMAN CORWIN appears on the August 19k$ list as being 
one of the most active members of the Hollywood Writers Mobilization. The 
Hollywood Writers Mobilization has been cited by the Attorney General as 
co m i n g within the purview of Executive Order 983^. 

The March-April 19lt9 issue of "Voice of Freedom”, official publi¬ 
cation of ihe Voice of Freedom Committee, urged its readers to write to CBS 
and NCEMAN CCEWiN to let them know how much ”we have missed CORWIN’S documen¬ 
taries, their depth of vision, their wholesome honest, and their rare poetry”. 

It is to be noted that page 22$ of the 19U8 report of the California 
Committee reports lhat ”The Voice of Freedom” is among publications which the 
Committee found to be Communist initiated and controlled.

Confidential Informant T-3^. who is well acquainted with Communist 
Party affairs, motioned previously, described HESTER SONDERGAAEB as a 
concealed Communist. 

The report of the House Committee on Un-^erican Activities, 78th 
CongresSj 2nd Session^ Appendix,. Part 9) on Commvinis.t-front organizations,, 
with special reference to the National Citizens Political Action Committee, 

5th Section,. Page I 616 , xinder the caption "Statement by American Progressives 
On The Moscow Trials", which, appeared in "New Masses",, May 3, 1938,. Page 19,. 
and the "Daily Worker", April 28, 1938, page h, listed the names of signers 
of this statement which supported the Moscow Trials. HESTER SONDERGAARD was 
named as one of the signers of this statanent. 

The name HESTER SONDERGAARD appears on a list of individuals, who 
in 1938 supported the Soviet Union, in its action to free itself from internal 
dangers in cpimection v^ith government killings of individi;^s who,.

Counterattack on June 10 gave a few facts about the 
raptures of the CP in 1946 when C0H7IN made a series of 13 
broadcasts on CBS, after his ’’One Tirorld” global trip. CP 
exclaimed that CORMN’S broadcasts more than met its high 
expectations. And 'HM Z FOSTER himself later quoted COKTIN 
admiringly. 

CORTON has backed such fronts as American Russian 
Institute, Natl'Council of American-Soviet Friendship, and 
People »s Radio Foundation, which are all on itept of Justice 
list of subversive organizations. "VRien Hollywood Communists 
in 1947 resisted' investigation of movie industry by Congress, 
they held a conference that dishonestly purported to be 
against ’’thou^t control”. Btiis conference was under 
auspices of a big front. Progressive Citizens of America,... 
and NOEIAN CORSinil was keynote speaker. 

CBS sprang to GOETIN’S defense when he was named in 
unprocessed FBI material which JUDITH CORLON’S lawyer reqently 
insisted on reading to jury. CBS said it vras sure CONOT 
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was neither a Communist nor a fellow-traveler., But CBS said nothing 
of the staggeringly long list of CP fronts that CORWIN has supported 
...inelttding U S Congress of Intellectuals, whicK^even the cautioxis 
State Dept called a Communist sounding-board. How come the CBS 
presents COKf/IN as writer of a documentary on the work of various 
United Nations agencies that have indirect bearing on subject of 
peace? IVhat sort of "peace" slant can be expected from a man with 
CORITIN’S record? 

Mr. KniKPATRICK said that, althou^ he had no specific information 
concerning DAVIDSON TAILOR inasmuch as the Doctimentary Unit of CBS was tmder 
DAVIDSON TAILOR'S supervision, the serious situation that existed woiild seem to 
indicate to him that "either DAVIDSON TAILOR was unaware of the identities of 
the numerous Communist Party members and sympathizers who were used on the 
Documentary Unit, or, if he was aware of these persons* attitude toward 
Communism, he condoned their enployment". 

Mr. KIRKPATRICK said that, if TAILOR was unaware of such a situation, 
it was, in his mind, "indicative of a possible lack of qualifications on the 
part of TAILOR for appointment to a sensitive position in the Government". 


Ih*. KIRKPATRICK made reference to the fact that news ai3d discussion 
programs at one time were under the supervision of the Department of Public 
Affairs on CBS during TAILOR'S employment with CBS ^ It was Mr. KIRKPATRICK'S 
\mderstanding that this section is now semi-autonomous, reporting virtually 
directly to FRANK STANTON. Mr. KIRKPATRICK said that during TAILOR'S employ-, 
ment the celebrated YAFFE incident occurred. 

Mr. RICHARD^’^EFE, a cont ributor to Soviet Russia Today, and cited 
fourteen times in Congressional ^files^for s^Yergiye^pr' Qpmiunist-front 
affUiatio'ns, was'"suddenly hired about Hay 1, X9hr9 by CBS as a special 
correspondent to do broadcasts from the Iron Curtain countries. He sailed on 
the ^ BATORY with stowaway GERHART E3SLER on May 6, 19k9» Mr. YAFFE »S record 
was exposed, and CBS was forced to drw him, Mr. KIRKPATRICK also referred tp 
Mr. HOWARD kK^MITH and Mr. ALEXANDERSmTORICK, concerning whoruf»ci«ad^ infor¬ 
mation appears in **Red Channels". "Red Channels" reports that "Mr. SMITH was 
ppaised-by^'ftie Communist Press for having defended and excused- the Conmiunist 
tyranny in Hungary. (He) Broadcaist from Moscow that the Truman Doctrine was 
crassly tinjust and dubbed Secretary MARSHALL a mere stooge for JOHN FOSTER 
DULLES." ("Counterattack", 9“12-lf7).. 


Hi the November 28, 191^9 issue of the "Daily Worker" it is reported 
that HOWARD K. SMITH, European News Bureau Chief, CBS, reported that "There 
is absolutely no reason to believe the charges were false", concerning the 
Cardinal MINDSZENTI case. 'V 
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Relative to ALEXAMDER KEI®RICK, in the April 23, 19l;7 iss^e of the 
’•Daily Worker’’, page 7, under the headline caption ’’CBS Reporters Find Greek Trial 
A Rigged Deal”, there appeared an article which reported that KENDRICK condemned 
proceedings in the POEK murder trial in Greece* KENDRICK, it is said, cabled that 
’’Communism rather than a certain Mr* STAKTOPOLOUS is on trial,” 

It/ was Mr, K'lEKPATRlCK’S belief that not all CBS news broadcasts were 
slanted according to the Communist Party line and prob^ly no news programs were 
slanted all the time. However, as with the documentaiy progjrams.,. the tendency 
of the news programs to reflect the Comnamist Party line on occasions., is 
evidenced by the citations concerning ALEXANDER. yMPRIC K and HOWARD K, SM ITH 
which appear in ’’Red Chaimels” and are set out above. - - - - 

Mr., KIRKPATRICK said that CBS also drew plaudits from the Communist Party 
and the Copnunist Party Press on many occasions for its nevrs and documentary programs. 
A conspicuous example,, he said, was one written by SHIRLEI GRAHAII entitled ”Story of 
PBOXEIS WHEATlEf'', a documentarxufpr the Cbimnunist promotion of Negro History ¥feek", 
l^k?. This drew applause from the supporters, of the Communist front Foice of Freedom, 

Confidential Informant 1-8^ of unknown reliability, who has been for some 
years connected with the radio broadcasting industry, and who has made a study of 
Communist influences, in radio, said he has never known DAVIDSON TAILOR personally 
but has learned a good deal concerning him from his sources of information in the 
radio field which he refused to divulge. T-8 said it has been reported to him by 
sources he considers reliable that DAVIDSON TAILOR was brought into CBS some years 
ago by Mr, tSflLLIAM S. PALEI, Chairman .of CBS, who was associated with TAILOR during 
the past war in the Psychological Warfar^Division of the United States Army, 

T^8 said TAUDR rose rapidly in p:os.ition at CBS being a Vice-President 
in Charge of the Public Affairs Division of CBS. In that capacity, TAHOR had 
charge of news foruns and documentary programs* Tt 8 said it has been maintained by 
CBS that TAILOR left his highly-paid post at CBS because of resentment oh the part of 
TAILCE over being replaped as Executive in Charge of the CBS Public Affairs Division, 

T-8 advised that based on information received by him from, reliable 
sources, it is his opinion that CBS desired to remove TAILOR because of the 
criticism it had received that programs broadcast by '•he CBS Doctamentaiy Unit were 
slanted along Copminist Party lines, T-8 said he had learned that Ih*., ARCH PALEI, 
the brother of Mr. TOiLIAM S. PALEI, had called the latter’s attention to the 
criticism directed against the Unit., Specifically, T-8 continued, the programs 
outstanding for their Communist slant were: 

’•Work and Progress”, broadcast Februaiy 6, 19h9, written by

"Hollywood Picture”, broadcast November 3, 19lt8, written by

This program dealt ?rtth the 
maimer ‘in which congressmen "are made and perform"i 
The first script, T-8 had learned, was so slanted 
that it was censored by CBS officials, 

T-8 said the Documentaiy Unit of CBS was clearly "red tinged" 
during TMLOR 'S administration. This, T-8 said, is evidenced by individuals 
appointed by TATLOR to the Unit, Most., significant, T-8 said, is the fact 
tlmt TATLOIi brought in one Mr,,, ^TONBR ',MiCHEL. T-8 stated that Mr. MICHEL 
was with the Office of ViTar Information in London during T/orld War li and he 
was apparently a fi*iend and also a professional associate of DAVIDSON TAILOR, 
T-8 said that Mr. MICHEL had iiiformed an informant of his that TAILOR had 
brou^t him into CBS, Mr, MICHEL, T-8 continued, waS\once in London where he 
served in the Office of War Information under Mr, JOHR^OUSEMANi a ^munist 
who was Chief pf the Overseas Branch'of the Office of Information. 

Mr,. MICHEL became Chief of the Branch idieh Mr, HOUSEMAN was "let out"., T-8 
said that Ifr., MICHEL’S "above ground" recprd is .good. He is not known to 
have any substantial Communist affiliations, ^See "National War Agencies 
Appropriation Bill", Report of Hearings of Taber Committee, House of Repre¬ 
sentatives, 19i;4> page 698, concerning the Office pf War Information in 
London.)

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T-8 said that he has ho loiohiedge that TAYLOR is a Comuunist. How¬ 
ever, the Cpnmunist infiltration at GBS during his employment was so pronounced 
that he believes that TAYLOR may be a tool of the Communist forces. 

T-8 advised that a responsible person, with idiom he has discussed 
the matter of TAYLOR appointment with Voice of America, has advised that he, 
T-8»s informant, fears if TAYLOR is appointed, he would bhing into Voice of 
America such persons as Mr.__MIGHEj;( and individuals who would adhere to the 
same sympathies.* 

t-8 refused to give a signed statement or appear before a Loyalty 
Hearing Board. 

Confidential Informsmt T-9, of known reliability, who has openly 
fou^t •Uie attempts of Imown Connuiiists- to infiltrate the radio field, advised 
that of his own independent knowledge he had ho specific information concerning 
PAV^^IDBON TAYLOR’S associations a t CBS. . Howeverj- T-9 said that on the basis of 
his observations of the programs sponsored by the Documentary Unit at C]^ 
during the period 19l»8 to 19it9> which he felt indicated close adherence to the 
Communist Parly line, which fact was copnon gossip in the radio fields DAVIDSOH 
TAYLOR was either entirely unaware of this situation or was conscious of it and 
tolerated the situation. 

T-r9 remarked that he could nOt reconcile these policies of CBS, 
administered by TAYLOR, as deing consistent with democratic American principles. 
T-9 said that ’’the worst he could say about TAYLOR was that the Communist 
forces had sold him a bill of goods”* T-9 further mentioned that, if TAYLCR 

allowed similar situations to exist in Voice of America and Communists were 
able to infiltrate Voice of America as he believed they had CBS, it would be 
detrimental to the best interests of the United States. 

T-9 made particular reference to a documentary feature program 
which was broadcast over CBS February 6, 19li9 entitled ”Vfork and Progress”, 
tiritten by Hr. WALTER BERNSTEIN. T-9 said "that this feature, dealing with the 
operation of the UniteS-^'ates Government, in his mind, portrayed the Govern¬ 
ment and its officials in an unfavorable light. 

In a docTimentaxy feature entitled ’’People’s Choice”, written by 
PETER LYON, which was broadcast ovei CBS May 22, 19li9> T-9 felt that the 
elected officials, of the United States Government were unjustly derided. T-r9 
^ also said that the feature ’’The Story of PHYLLIS WHEATLEY”, written by SHIRLEY 
_®AHAM, won great applause from the Voice of Freedom Committee and was use^as"* 
a dbcumentpy in connection with the sponsoring of Negro History 'Week, a 
function of the Communist Party in 19^9 •

T-9 said that he feels that the programs tended to point to faults 
of the American social system rather than giving any credit to the benefits 
enjoyed by Americans under the present AJnerican society, T-9 stated that it 
is the general understanding in, radio circles that many of the affiliate 
stations of the CBS network have complained of Gppnunists infiltrating CBS 
^d slanting their materia along Communist lines and as a result of this, 

CBS has been Asking efforts to identify such employees and force their resig¬ 
nations. 


T-9 made reference to an article which appeared in the "New York 
Journal ABiericah'*, dated 20., 19k9f concerning a CBS news correspondent, 
irrt^f RTnHAPri yAFyi?, who was reported to have been affiliated with organizations 
cited as subversive by the Attorney Generali, 

This article, edited by Mr, DAVID SENTNER, reports that Mr, RICHARD 
YAEPE,. who was taken on by CBS as a potential broadcaster from Soviet 
satellite countries, was cited fourteen times in Congressional files for 
subversive or Communist-front affiliations. “YAEFE, former foreign editor of 
and the ‘Sts^*, defunct leftist New York papers, was given a CBS 
correspondents* collect comuunication card after shoTring visas forTron 
Curtain c6\uitries from which he promised exclusive news broadcasts.“ 

The article went on to s^ ‘'that •fee CBS ’s-fcring’ correspondent 
found himself on the same boat as GERHAIffi EKIER, number one Moscow agent, 
who was skipping his bail while ont on bond from •two Federal Court convictions 
it was reported in the article that in, the files of the House Committee on 
Un-American Activitities> Mr* YAFEE was cited as being a speaker at a meeting 
on February 21, 19k9> sponsored by the Contemporary T/riters “successor -fco fee 
Lea^e of American Wri'ters, cited as subversive and Communist by Attorney 
General CLAIdJ.'’ Mr* YAFFE was also reported t6 be a member of the. Board of 
Directors of the Committee for a Democratic Far Eastern Policy, sponsor of a 
National Conference’ bn American Policy in China, and speaker at its Hands Off 
China r^ly? December 2, i^U8, “The Committee For A Democratic Far Eastern 
Policy has been labeled a Communist front, consistently supporting the 
Chinese Reds in Congressional Committee Testimony,” 

Mr. YAFFE was likewise reported as being Chairman of fee American 
Council for a Democratic Greece “which has consistently supported -fee Greek 
Communist Guerrillas'*, Such organization Was cited by the Attorney General 
as being subversive, Mr, YAFFE was described as being a speaker before a 
meeting of the American Relief for Greek Democracy, headquarters in New York, 
and “cited by the Committee on Un-American Activities as a Conmiunist front’*.*. 
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T -9 felt that this situation reflected on tho policy of the CBS 
News Division and indirectly on TMiOE, who was Executive in Charge, 

Confidential Infomant T-10, of known reliability, who is acquainted 
with persons and activities in the radio field, ad^rised that he does not know 
TAYIOR personally and advised that insofar as he knew., TKIWR enjoyed a good 
reputation in the radio field, 

Cohfidential Informant T-11, of known reliability,, who, was active 
in the radio field, advised he knew TAHOR by reputation and toat persons Who 
wo Iked with TAliOR spoke well of TAHiOR, feeling that TJfftOR’S sympathies were 
thorou^ly Americah' and ••leaned more to the ri^t than to the leff'i, 

Confidential Informant 1 - 12 , of unknown reliability, who has been 
active in the advertising business for' many years and has been associated with 
many individuals in the radio industry throu^ his work in the advertising 
field, advised that he has known TAHDR for several yearsi T-12 stated that 
he knew nothing that would reflect upon the character, reputation, associations 
or loyalty of TAYIOR. 

Tt- 12 pointed out that during the period TAYIOR was with CBS 4 many 
individuals, whom he believed to be Communists had been employed there, T-12 
^d not believe TAYK)R had hired these persons and did not, regard it as an 
indication that TAY^R was friendly to Communists or interested in Communism, 
bat he did think that it indicated that TAYLOR, .althou^ he might have 
prevented such individuals from being employed at CBS, was politically naive, ■ 
T-12 feli that in view of this> he would not want to recommend TAYLOR fpr a 
position in the Government where TAYLOR would have responsibility or authority 
to handle individuals. 

Confidential Informant T-13, of-unknown feliabilily, advised that 
T-I 3 first met TAYIOR about twelve or fifteen years ago, TAYLOR was employed 
at CBS at the time and was doing production work in connection with a. radio 
program the informant was associated with. Alter T-I 3 gave up this work, 

T-I 3 did not see him for a number of years. During the period they were 
associatedj they were not close associates .and their relationship was 
exclusively of a business nature. Early this year, the informant noted in the 
newspapers that TAYLOR was no longer associated with CBS. T-I 3 wondered about 
this and decided to call him to see if he could tell T-13 the answer to a 
personal problem which 1-13 thou^t might be related to his departure from CBS. 
T-I 3 contacted him and he called on T-I 3 , The informant then discussed T-13’s 
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personal problem tsdth him and after such discussion, "T -13 remarked on the fact 
that T-13 had read that he Tfas no longer with CBS,. 

T~13 asked TA3CL0R what had happened that could cause him to leawe 
the company after the years he had been enployed there. He told Tr-13 that due 
to reprganiaation of departments at CBS, he had been placed in a position 
under an individual with whom he previously had equal status. Due to the 
fact he had never gotten along top well with this person and because of 1he 
reduced status offered to him, he decided to resign from CEg and did so. T-13 
stated that T-13 was not sufficiently well acquainted wi-taT^AYIflR to comment 
pn his character^ associations, reputation or loyalty and for this reason, did 
not feel qualified tp recommend him for ,a position with the Government and 
informed there was no reason he cpuld not be considered for such a position. 

Confidential Informant T-14> of known reliability, on January 19 ., 
1948, advised that the name and telephone number of DAVIDSON TAHiOR (PL 3’^^122') 
appeared in the address book of MI^sLQEBP, A check of the New Xork telephone 
directory reflects this number is listed to DAVIDSON TATIOR, 345 East SV^h 
Street. ’

~l advised that MIRA JORDAN was formerly the secretary 
of Mr. 'WILLIAM L., SHIR^ CBS news commentator, and had been instrumental in 
assisting the United Office- and Professional "Workers of America in obtaining 
a firm foothold in CBS. T-14j a^ove mentioned,, also advised on January 19 , 
1948, that IGCRA JORDAN had in her possession numerous books and pangihlets on 
Communism and Marpcism, as well as letters from various Communist-front 
organisations. Neither of the above-mentioned confidential informants qould 
ftirhish any information as todegree of association, if any, between MIRA 
JORDAN and DATODSON TAIIOR, contacted in the bourse of instant 

investigation, had no informatia^ Concerning DAVIDSON TAYLOR..

. T-3, j^reviously mentioned, on May 8, 1950, advised that WALTER 
BERNSTEIN was known to him as a “conbealed Communist.” 
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On October 2, 1947, T-^ reported ¥ALTBR,-B EEiIS,yBrN had foinerly 
been a free lance -writer -vrith the ”lW Yorker" magazine and while attending 
Dartmouth College, he was Secretary of the American Student Union, which ofganir- 
zation was Cbmmunist dominated, jfilso while at iartmou-th,. he was Edi-fcor-in- 
Chief of the publication "Junto";, which arranged to bring outside spe^ers 
and lecturers to Dartmouth, 

T-*24 stated that in 1939, there was a controversy at Dartmouth 
over the pioposed lec-ture of EAHL BIpifDER, former Ghaiiman of -fche Communist 
Party, and that the "Jun-fco" had wan-bed BEOITDER as a speaker. 

T-24 further stated that BEMSTEIN was inducted in-fco the Array in \ 
1941 and shortly ttiereafter became a member of the staff of "Yank", an Amy 
publication. In October 1942, BEENS3EIN reported to Moscow in connection with '

Eebruaiy 7j 1945 at the Hotel Biltmore in- Kevt York City, which was called 
"Tribute to Yugoslavia” and sponsored by the American Russian Institute in 
New York, -which organization has been designated by -the Attoraey General as 
coming within -the purview of Executive Order 9835* 

T-24 further advised that BERNSTEIN in May of 1945 became a member 
of the staff of a new magazine -bo be published by the Communist Politicel 
Association under the auspid»^ of various Conpuiri-st Party functionaries. Ibe 
informant stated tha-b HOSTARIJ-NS^I, a -welYrknown Communist writer, has referred 
to BERNSTEIN as ".one of our friends". . ' ' 

Page 499 of the 1949 report of the California Committee on Un- 
American Activities reflects that WALTEE BEENSiiliN was one of the sponsors 
of the Scientific and Cultural Conference for Vforld Peace -which has been 
previously described in this report. 

Confidential informant ’Tr-25, of known reliability, reported on 
October 31, 1947 't&at ’TAITER BERNSTEIN was. a. member of, as well as a sponsor 
of, the New York Committee of the ¥in the Peace Conference, which, according 
to the Califoamia Committee on Un-American Activi-bies in its I94S report, 
pages 3I8 and_3l9, "was the conferende a-b which the National Committee to ¥in 
the Peace was organized, and which latter organization has been designated by 
the Attorney General as coming within the puiview of Executive Order 9835, 
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In addition, T-9, previously mentioned', has advised that WALTER 
BERNSTEIW was a signer of a statement in defense of the Communist Party, 
which statement was. sponsored ty the Civil Rights Congress, which has been 
designated by the Attorney General as coming within the purview of Executive 
Order 9835* 

In addition, T-9 reported that 'WALTER BER NSTEIN w as, a sponsor of 
^e 1947 May Day Parade and has been a contril^to^to t^^publicatiohs 
’•Mainstream” and ’’New Masses”, 


The I947 report of the California Committee on Un-American Activities, 
page 106, describes ’’Mainstream” as a ’’Marxist” quar'terly, and page I60 of the 
California report, describes ’’New Masses” as the ”weekly journalistic voice 
of the CoimnuxuLst. Pairty’*,. 

On May 18, 1950, T-r3 advised that SHlHLEY..GRA HAM' Was known to him 
as a ’’concealed Qomminaist”, 


The ’’Dsaly Worker” of Januaiy 29, 1949 reflected tha'b BOB LAUTER in 
his colui^ ’’Arouhd the Dihl” reported tha't CBS oh. January 25, 1949 had 
, presented ’’The Story of PHYLLIS. ?/HEATZiEC”, the author of which radio program 
was SHIEIiy GRAHAMi. 


Tr^24, prOTiousty mentioned^ in reporting informatiph onJWEBNERi. 
JIICHEL,,, Head of the 'Documentary Unit at CBS,, has advised that MICHEL has been 
responsible for utilizing the services of a number of pro-Cbmmuhist ■writers, 
including SHIRLEY ORfflAM, Ac.cording to the Informant, SHIRLEY GRAHAil was a 
contribu-tor to it«Masses and Mainstream”, which, according to the 1948 report 
■of the California Commit-bee on Un-Jhaerican Activities, page 49j is ’’among 
■typical examples of the Communist press and publications 


®!-25.j, previously mehtiohed, has reported that. SHIRLEY GRAH^ .was 
a speaker at a tes.timonial dinner given 'by -the Voice of Freedom. Cotpittee* and' 
held on March 3> 1949 at the Hotel Park Sheraton, in New York City, The Voice 
of Freedom Committee has been previously identified as a Communist front in 
this report. 

Page 500 of liie 1949 report of the California Committee on Un-Americ.ah 
Activities reflected thdt ';^IHLEr GRAHAM -was a sponsor of a Scientific and 
Cul-bufai Conference for World Peace, which has been previously identified in 
this report. Page 501 reflects she has given ’’open support to Communis-b 
Candidates in election Campaigns”, 
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T-9 has advised that SHIRES! GBAH iM is the biographer of PAUL 
ROBESON, who has been previously identified in this report, and that she has 
been a sponsor of the Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee Committee, which has been 
designated by the Attorney General as coming within the purview of Executive 
Order 9835, and in addition, she has been a supporter of a number of Communist 
book shops. Die Informant further stated that SHiRLE! GRAHAM marphed in the 
I956 May Bay Parade and was a ^onsor of the 1947 and 1948 Msy Day Parades. 

T-9 ^30 reported that SHIRLE! GRAHAM was the guest of hopor at a 
/ “Sunday brunch” held on March 5, 1950, at the Manhattan Towers Hotel in New 
fork City under the auspices of the Committee for the Negro in the Arts* 

As "to the Committee for the Negro in the Arts, Confidential 
Informant T-26, of known reliability, has advised it is a Communist front and 
that its work was formerly cariled but by the National. Negro Congress, which 
organization has, been designated by the Attdmey General as coming within tiie 
purview of Executive Order 9835. 

Die **Dail5!^orkpr” of February 1, 1950j page 11, column 3, reflected 
a letter from ERJ®Chairman of the Committee^ for the N^gro in the- 
.^ajiThich was written to EOBSHS "FAUBMi" "VxcVpresident of "the'American 
Brbadcasting Corapary. Hi his letter, CEICHLOST points out that the week of 
February 12-19^ 1950, has been “singled out for the observarice of National 
Negrn History Week”, and that during this period localities throughout the 
nation would pay “official tribute to the many sided cultural and historical 
achiev.ements of the Negro people”. Die letter went on to state that on the 
' precedirig year, maiy radio stations, and networks figured prominently in 
the celebration of Negro History Week, “most notable, perhaps, being GBS * 
fine presentation of SHIiUE! GRAHAli‘S ’Story of Hi!LLIS ^K4TLE!»“. In his 
letter, CRICHLOIT inquires as to whether the American Broadcasting Company was 
making any plans for the broadcasting during Negro History Week of at least 
one radio shoiv dealing with some aspect of Negro history and culture. 

Die above-indicated issue of the “l^ly Worker” also set, out in 
answer to the aforementioned letter which was written by ROBERT SAUDEK of 
the American Broadcasting Company wherein SAUDEK stated that “ABC broadcasts 
programs periodically on the subject of Negroes. ...Tfe have no special plans 
for the observance which you will sponsor. Just as we plan no special 
observance during the year of exclusively Caucasian history or any other 
such feature which would designate one race from another in this Nation,” Die 
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"Daily TTorker" urged its readers to jrrite to BOBERT SADDER insisting that the 
network give proper observance to Nation^ Negro History "Week.

Confidential Informant T-15, of known reliability, advised March 15, 
1946, that on March 12, 1946., HELLER was present at ,a meeting of the Form for 
Democracy held at Manhattan Center in New York City for the purpose of protest¬ 
ing the investigations being conducted by the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities on remarks made by various nevrs commentators., 

In addition, on April 15, 1947, HARPY SAMui^IACJiDOFF was inter¬ 
viewed by j^eciai Agents of the Federal ^feau of Investigation at Washington, 
*'jp. C,, at which time he advis.ed that one of his- principal pohtacts in New 
Ybrjk City was ROBERT HEEMIR, a pfoduQer with^g]^.. It is noted that MAGIDOFF 
was\ne of the subjects in the investigation of 1JA2HAN GREGORY SILVERMASTER, 
which'investigation reflected that MAGIDOFF -and HELLER were close friends. La 
■addition. Confidential informant T-27, of known reliability, advised that 
HELLBR graduated from Harvard Universi-ty in-1935 and that during the war he 
was assisted by_^RI.tAN C0EL7iN, an individual who had numerous contacts with 
the Communists. 


EUrther information concerning HEUEll is reflected in the "D^ly 
Worker" of March 17, 1947, page 7, column 1, wherein it was indicated that 
ROBERT HEEIER, as a representative of the radio field, attended a meeting 
held at the Murray Hill Hotel on March 16, 1947, which meeting T/as sponsored 
by the National Negro Congress for the purpose of opposing discrimination in 
the cultural field.

Jefferson School of Social Science (lecturer) 

National Copnittee to Win the Peace (national vice-chairman) 

Peoples Radio Foundation, Inc. (member of the Advisory Board) 

In addition, Confidential Informant T-10 reported that his Wife,. 
BEfTX WHIPPLE, is a member of the Communist Party. 

Confidential Informant T-i^ advised on September 2?, 19li9, that 
the United Nations Program on WNBC has permitted MILLATO LMIPELL to esqpress 
some of his views. According to the informant, a play written by LAMPELL 
was presented on YREBC by the United Nations oh September 18, 19it9i as one of 
its documentary programs. According to the informant, LAMPELL planted certain 
ideas, in the minds of the listeners in a subtle and indirect manner, and the 
informant described LAMPELL as being active in numerous Conmiunist front organ¬ 
izations. 


The »Daiiy ViTorker*' of August 17, 191^9, page H, column 3> reported 
that MILLA^ LAMPELL was a sponsor at a meeting held at the Hotel Abbey in 
New York City protesting the "blacklisting" of "progressives" in the radio 
iidustry. According to the snvfcicle, the meeting was sponsored by tha Voice 
of Freedom Committee and the National Cduncii of the Arts,. Sciences and 
Professions, both, of which have been previously identified in this report as 
Communist fronts. 

Page 500 of the 19it9 report of the California Committee on Un^ 
American Activities reflected that MILLARD LAMPELL was a- sponsor of the 
Scientific and Cultural Conference for World Peace, which has been previously 
described in this report. 
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Confidentic Informant T-2it advised on March, 28, 19$0, that PETESi LYON 
was the writer for a number of shows on radio and television although the infor- 
mant could not furnish the names thereof. In addition, PETER LYON is an officer 
of the Radio YiTriters Guild and in the past did a tnunber of documentaries for the 
Columbia Broadcasting System,, idiich, in the informant’s opinion, followed the 
Conmunist Party line. The informant specifically stated that PETER LYON was a 
sponsor of the I9ii6 May Day Parade, Tihich has been previously identified, and 
that he was. a member of the Advisory Coxmcil of the Peoples Radio Foundation, 
'Inc.i, which has been designated by the Attorney General as coming within the 
purview of Executive Order 9833.

I advised that the. Radio Writers Guild 
was orgsmized in New York City in 1937 by writers as a guild for the Authors 
League of America. It was organized to obtain fair treatment and obtain unity 
of radio writers in order to. dispose of their Work in a manner which would 
bring the authors the proper linancial return for their work. 

later this organization was split into two factions, the right and 
left wing factions, with the left wing faction in the strong majority, and 
at the present time liie Guild is strongly infiltrated by Communists. 

The "Daily Worker” of April 22,: 19h6, reported that PETER LYON was 
one of a group of people in the cultural field who xurged a ♦'gigantic turnout" 
at the May Day Parade v^ich has been previously identified in this report. 

Confidential Informant T-2U advised on May 9> 19U7, that at that 
tine PETER LYON was Vice-ii*esident of the Radio V/riters Guild,, and the infor¬ 
mant described him as a "known Communist" who is active in the "left wing" 
group within the Guild.

The MDaily Worker” of July 13, 1949, page 11, reflected ^RI'JER 
MICHEL directed NORMAN CORWIN'S documentary^ ‘'Citizen of the 'World.” 

Confidential Informant T-24 has advised that information furnished ^ 
by a reliable informant reflects ffiCHEL vras responsible for retaining such 
persons as NC)g'm-COHi’mi, SHIKLl^C^AHAM, ^ENOytEi^, raira^BBmTSTSIN and 
EJCHAED JCAPFE, in the Documentary Unit of CBS.*" Tccording to the informant, 
GRAHAM was a contributor to “Masses and Ifeinstream,” and that she and the 
others mentioned above have many Communist affiliatioxis. 


The only indication of ARNOLD PERL’S connections with radio and 
television is information furnished by Confidential Informant T-24 to the 
effect that ’kVERI^SR lilCHEL, head of the pocvuaentary Unit at_^^ was responsible 
for retaining a great many pro-Communists induditig ARNOLD"plSL.

Sciences axid Professions, ani 
one of the courses listed was "Radio and Television Writing** as given ^ 
ARIWID PERL.. 

Confidential Informant T-9 has advised that AMOID PERL was a radio 
writea^^ind that his wife spent the summer holidays of 19h8 with Mr. an d Mrs. 
R0]^!^^^!.IPS0N, ROBERT THOMPSON being a m^berjofJjhg.National. Committee of 
thi^c«Dnunist^Barty,,^tJS4. In addition, tHe'^informant stated that PERL had " 
been treasurer of the Duhcan-Paris Post of the .American Legion, the charter 
of which was revoked hy the American Legion becuase of the Communist domina¬ 
tion of the past. In addition, ARNOLD PERL has been a contributor to the 
"Hollywood Quarterly", which was cited as a "Communist project" by the 
California Committee on Un-American Activities in its l^h8 report, pages 2^7 
and 258. 

The "New York Times" newspaper of October 16, 19U9> page 10 X, 
reflects that HOWARD K.. „SMITH broadcasts over WCBS on Sundays at 11:15 A.M. 

The June, 19U.8, issue of "IToice of R^eedom", page 1, described 
HOWARD K. SMITH as the "liberal CBS European news chief " who "has won the 
admiration of intelligent listeners throughout this country and Canada for 
his honest analysis of international news". 

BOfiSj^UTER in his column ‘'Around the Dial", which appeared in the 
"Daily Worker‘s ^ May 3, lSh9 9 page 13, commented on a broadcast ly 
HOV/ARD K. SMITH for CBS and stated, "As often happens with SHITH;» he gives 
you many facts arrived at objectively, but he seasons them with aome of the 
misconceptions common to most liberals". 

Confidential Infpimiant T-28 advised on August 1, 19lt9 that much 
publicity had been given to RICHARD YAFEE in connection with his being on 
board the Polish vessel "Batory" with GERHARD EISLSR at the time of his 
flight from the United States. In regard to this incident, the infomant 
advised that YAEFE had come to CBS and advised he was going to Ewope and 
believed he could obtain an interview with TITO of Yxigosiavia. YAFEE 
wanted to know -whether CBS was interested in such an interview and, according 
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to the infoz’mant^ CBS nattxrally was interested* The informant claimed the 
only assistance given to ' XiiFFE ty CBS was arrangements made for credit 
facilities for him and that actually never was employed ly CBS.>

her resignation because of her refusal to testify before the Hou^(^ Committee 
on U3:v*Amefican Activities in connection with the WILLIAM REMINGTON inquirj”. 

T-32 also said that it was his understanding that although other 
ostensible reasons weye used at the time, the real unadmitted reason for the 
resignation of HOWAE^^iJMSMAN, Vice President in Charge of Personnel, CBS, 
on June 30, 19^6 was peruse of certain information known to CBS concerning 
HADSJiAN’S Communis t bac kgroimd.

T-32 said he had no independent knowledge as to the reason for 
TAYLOR’S resignation other than because of a disagreement over a reorganization 
policy. However, he said persons in the radio field, whose identities he was nob 
in a position to disclose, suspected that TAYLOR* S resignation was linked to the 
cvirrent policy of CBS in getting rid of suspected Communist emplcyees. T—32 
said that this was merely speculation on the pai^t of these persons in view 
of the fact that TAYLOR'S resignation immediately preceded the resignation 
of ELIZABETH TODD And HOWARD, HADSia-N. , ^ t ^ 1 ^ ^ ' 

Confidential Informant T-28;j of known reliability, who i^Wli « 
acquainted with activities at CBS/'described TAYLOR as being "an earnest 
Liberal who was found at times wandering left of center but at no time being 
consistently left-winged". T-28 said that he based this description of 
TAYLOR on TAYLOR* S intense desire to be fair in all his dealings, possibly 
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due to TAYIOE’S ideological background. T-28 said that this trait of TAnX)R 
might constitute a weakness "whereby TAHOH would bend over backward” so as 
not to injure any persons in the course of his dealings with them. T-28 
stated that he would characterize TAl^R as supporting the principles championed 
by the Civil liberties Onion. 

T-^28 submitted the following two instances which he felt best 
e^lained his impressions of TATLOEt 

TAIL OR^ as Vice-President in Oiarge of Programs at CBS, in vit ed 
to work for CBS becaus,e he was looking for a. capable^, creative 
writer and felt that C0K7I1J was the type of writer he wanted* T-28 said that 
COETnJ’S appointment to C]^ was before the American public was conscious of 
Commuhist'sjropathies among writers in the radio field'.' T-28 said that even 
though CO WIN may'actually have been, at the time of his anployment and later, 
vulnerable to allegations that he fgyored Goniminiem,. TAILOR would not have 
been influenced in his choice of COWlN, being guided only professional 
considerations. T-28 mentioned that TAYLOR differed from him in the respect 
that T-28 would view with suspicion the employment of anyone against whom 
allegations of supporting Gbnpunists were made. 

T-28 made specific reference to SHIffiEI , GRAHAM’S affiliation with 
CBS as a contributor to the sketches prepared by the Bocumentary Bhit of CBS^ 
in this connection, T-28 advised that TAYI OR, as Vice-President in Charge of 
Programs, had exclusive jurisdiction over T;he~hiring of personnel*and the 
context of these sketches prepared by 1iie Documentary Unit of CBS, and was 
entirely responsible for the acbinistrative jurisdiction over -the operations 
qf^this Unit and all scripts.pertaining to public service. T-28 mentioned 
' that ilthou^^AILOR, as Vice-President in Charge of Programs was also in 
charge of the ifews Division of CBS, J^e.^ppl^y of CK was to delegate the 
control of the policies of the News Division to a subordinate executive.' .T-28 
' stated that SHIELE]C„QSfiUMl Tf^iie a contrilnitpr to the Wcumentary Unit, was 
publicized in thejpress as being^conhectird yd-th Commuid-st Party affairs and 
DAVIDSOir TAHiOR made no efforts to discontinue her. services and never questioned 
her^affiliations, f-28 emphasized that he would never question TAHOR’S 
loyalty and felt that TAYLOR'S actions were motivated ty TAYLOR’S concepts 
of fairness,. Because of these facts, T-28 said that he entertained the 
suspicion that persons like SIIRLEY GRAHM would use TAH/DR to promote the 
dause of Communism vrithin toe Goveiwment, 

On August 1, 1949, T-28 advised that certain of the officials of 
CBS, particularly Mr. FRANB: STANTON, President, and Mr. JOSEPH H. REAM,, Executive 
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Vice-President, have become disturbed because ,of the adverse publicity as to 
CBS in connection irith alleged Communist infiltration thereof, ihis informant 
stated the officials had been particularly disturbed, by accusations made by 
the publication “Counterattack”, and that a number of prominent businessmen 
had corresponded uith CBS in response to these allegationsj and as a result, 
the officials have had a conference with members of the staff of "Counterattack”, 
concerning their allegations. 

Ihis informant stated that it is true that a great many of the 
criticisms leveled against _CBS. were o'ustified^ althouj^ the informant believed 
that the percentage of Communists and Communist S3n!f)athizers employed by Cfe 
was actually small. 

On Januaiy 16, 1950, T-28 advised that on Januaiy 15, 1950, a 
•representative of the House Committee on Un-iApjerican Mctivities had been, making 
inquiries, at CBS concerning ELIZABEIH TODD, who was employed as Assistant 
Director of network operations and had been employed by CBS since June of 
1942. ihe informant stated that ELIZABEffl, jODD was the wife, of MBEtTOI S. TODD, 
.and that the House Committee on Un-American Activities representative was 
interested in the latter because of his prior enp>loxment at the Atomic 
&tergy plant at 0^ Tennessee, and because of hfs former association 

with 'ITHiitof UTAisTER EEMIHGTOH, an econoj!d.st employed by the Commerce 
Department.

United Office and Professional Workers of America. However, T-28 said that 
the real reason, for HAUSMAN‘S resignation was that he was forced to resign 
from CBS because of information which was developed indicating that he had 
Communist,, sy m p athies. 

The "New York Times" newsp^er of June 10, l^ijS,. page 37# coluim 7, 
annoumed that HO’/iTARD L. HAUSMAN had been named by CBS as Vice-President in 
Charge of Personnel Relations, and on September 8, 19^9-, T-28 advised that 
information had been brought to. the attention of the CBS officials, that 
HAUSMAN had allegedly been a member of the Flushing Branch of the Gommunist 
P^ty and the Flushing Branch of the American. Labor Party, and that at one 
time he had signed a Communist Party nominating petition. 

The informant also advised that, while at Harvard University^ 
HAUSMAN had been active in the Young Communist League. 

Concerning HAUSMAN, it is noted that Confidential Informant T-33, 
of unknowh reliability,, and .an admitted Communist Party member^ reported on 
July .2, 19h3) that Ha^ARD £ttegSMAN. aixi his wife., MARIE, were m^erd of 


the Filching iBraiph-«bf the Cbteinjist Party. 


In addition, GorrCidenti?ljIhformant T-3k^ of known reliability, 
advised on May 22, 19kh> that MARIE^USMAN was E ducati pnaUairector of the 
Flu shin g Club of the (Queens, County Cc^unist Party.

Hiring the course of this investigation^ Mrs. FANNIE MAT BUTTEEFIELD, 
whose coniments appear in the bo^y of this report, was telephonically contacted, 
and an appointment made td interview her concerning TAYLOR. Tft>on interview, 

Mrs. BNTTERraEEB a^ise.d that, in order to refresh her recollection of TAYEOE, 
she had contacted Confidential Informant T-2 and NED TTEAVERj free lance 
writerj who is- active in i^e affairs pf the Radio Writers of Merica Union. 

Mrs. BUTTERFIELD learned from T-2 iiiat he is suspicious of TAYLOR’S loyalty 
because of his professional dealings with TAYLOR. According to Mrs, BUTTERFIEia), 
T~2 expressed the (desire to furnish the information he had relative to TAYLOR 
to the FBI, I^s. BUTTERFIELD also learned from NED WEAVER that he had contacted 
TED. KIHCPATRICK, editor of the magazine “Counterattack”, and former Special 
Agent of the FBI, who advised him that he had information indicating TAYLOR’S 
name appeared as a sponsor on the lette^ead of the. organization. National 
Conference on the .^rman Problem. M^. TOAVBR told Jfes. BUTTERFIELD that he 
personally had no infoimation concerning TaICLOR, but that Mr. KiH^ATRCCK 
indicated to him that he would be willing to furnish the infoimation he had 
concerning TAYI^R, if contacted. Mrs, BUTTERFIELD, who is. a free Ipnce writer 
and who characterizes herself as being a ’’rabid anti-Communist’’, mentioned 
that on the basis of what she had; learned from T-2 concerning TAYLOR, she would 
consider bringing the matter to the attention of a number of senators she 
knew in Washington if TAYLOR was en5)lQyed l^y the Government. 

It is to be noted that no pertinent information concerning the 
National Conference on the German Problem is contained in the files of the 
Hew York Office. 

Mr. OHEODOEB OMPATRICK, EcJitor of ’’Counterattack”, advised that 
the name of DAVIDSON TAYLOR appeared as a sponsor pn an official letter (Call), 
on the National Conference on the Geiraan Problem, signed by Mrs, FRANKLIN D. 
ROOSE^naiT, Februaiy 15, 1947.

In the course of the interview with Confidential 3jiformant T-2,. it 
is to be noted that T-2 said that in his opinion, TAILOR was forced to resign 
from CBS in keeping with a new policy at CBS in getting rid of employees with 
Communist leanings. T-^ based this cOnte^ion relating that he believed that 
TAHiOR was forced to resign from CBS because of conversations, with members of 
CBS personnel,, engineers and production men, who are of the opinion that 
CK is taking measures to get rid of Communists within the organization. 

T-2 said that he did not desire to identify these individuals. In view of the 
foregoing, T-2 assumed that TAYLOR was let go in keeping with the above-.
